Being  the  eleven  States  that  have  refpedtively  ratified  the  Conftitution  of 
Government  for  the  United  States,  propofed  by  the  Federal  Convention, 
held  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  17th  of  September,   1787. 


CONGRESS  of  the  United  States,  begun  and  held  at  the  city  of  New- 
York,  on  Wednefday  the  fourth  of  March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  eighty-nine,  purfuant  to  a  refolution  of  the  late  Congrefs,  made  in  con- 
formity to  the  refolutions  of  the  Federal  Convention  of  the  17th  of  September, 
1787;  being  the  firfl  feffion  of  the  Congrefs,  held  undfir  the  Conftitution  afore- 
faid.  On  which  day,  the  following  members  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives 
appeared  and  took  their  feats,  to  wit :

Whereupon  the  faid  Frederick  Auguftus  Muhlenberg  was  conducted  to  the 
chair,  from  whence  he  made  his  acknowledgements  to  the  Houfe  for  fo  diftin- 
guifhed  an  honor.

Ordered,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  fuch 
ftanding  rules  and  orders  of  proceeding  as  may  be  proper  to  be  obierved  in 
this  Houfe  : 

And  a  committee  was  appointed  of  Mr.  Gilman,  Mr.  Gerry,  Mr.  Wadf- 
worth,  Mr.  Boudinot,  Mr.  Hartley,  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Lee,  Mr.  Tucker,  Mr. 
Madifon,  Mr.  Sherman,  and  Mr.  Goodhue. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  a  door-keeper  and  an  affiftant  door-keeper  be  appointed  for 
the  fervice  of  this  Houfe. 

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  inftru&ion  to  the  committee  appointed  to  pre- 
pare and  report  fuch  ftanding  rules  and  orders  of  proceeding  as  may  be 
proper  to  be  obferved  in  this  Houfe,  that  they  alfo  report  the  duty  and  fervices 
ofaferjeant  at  arms,  or  other  proper  officer  for  enforcing  the  orders  of  the 
Houfe. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  twelve  o'clock. 

Friday,  April  3. 

Another  member,  to  wit,  George  Clymer,  from  Pennfylvania,  appeared  and 
took  his  feat.

On  motion, 

The  Houfe  proceeded  by  ballot  to  the  appointment  of  a  door-keeper,  and 
upon  examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  whole  Houfe  was 
found  in  favor  of  Giftbrd  Dalley. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Gifford  Dalley  do  give  his  attendance  accordingly* 

The  Houfe  then  proceeded  in  the  fame  manner  to  the  appointment  of  an 
affiftant  door-keeper,  and  upon  examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  whole  Houfe  was  found  in  favor  of  Thomas  Claxton. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Thomas  Claxton  do  give  his  attendance  accord- 
ingly. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Monday,  April  6. 

Another  member,  to  wit,  Daniel  Carroll,  from  Maryland,  appeared  and 
took  his  feat.  ' 

On  motion, 
Ordered,  That  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  regulate  the  taking  the 
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oath  or  affirmation  prefcribed  by  the  fixth  article  of  the  Conftitution ;  and 
that  Mr.  White,  Mr.  Madifon,  Mr.  Trumbull,  Mr.  Gilman,  and  Mr.  Cadwa- 
lader,  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  form  of  the  oath  to  be  taken  by  the  members  of  this 
Houfe,  as  required  by  the  third  claufeofthe  fixth  article  of  the  Conftitution  of 
government  of  the  United  States,  be  as  followeth,  to  wit,  "  I,  A.  B.  a  Repre- 
"  fentative  of  the  United  States  in  (he  Congrefs  thereof,  do  folemnly  fwear 
"  (or  affirm,  as  the  cafe  may  be)  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty  GOD,  that  I  will 
""  fupport  the  Conftitution  of  the  United  States— fo  help  me  GOD." 

A  menage  from  the  Senate  by   Mr.  Elfworth : — 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  charged  by  the  Senate  to  inform  this  Houfe  that  a  quo- 
rum of  the  Senate  is  now  formed  ;  that  a  Prefident  is  elected  for  the  fole  pur- 
pofe  of  opening  the  certificates,  and  counting  the  votes  of  the  Electors  of  the 
ifeveral  States  in  the  choice  of  a  Prefident  and  Vice-Prefident  of  the  United 
States;  and  that  the  Senate  is  now  ready  in  the  fenate-chamber,  to  proceed  in 
prefence  of  this  Houfe,  to  difcharge  that  duty  :  I  have  it  alfo  in  further  charge, 
to  inform  this  Houfe  that  the  Senate  has  appointed  one  of  irs  members  to  fit  at 
the  Clerk's  table  to  make  a  lift  of  the  votes  as  they  fhall  be  declared,  fubmit- 
ting  it  to  the  wifdom  of  this  Houfe  to  appoint  one  or  more  of  its  members  for 
the  like  purpofe. — And  then  he  withdrew. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Speaker,  attended  by  the  Houfe,  do  now  withdraw  to 
the  fenate-chamber,  for  the  purpofe  expreffed  in  the  menage  from  the  Senate, 
and  that  Mr.  Parker,  and  Mr.  Heifter,  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  Houfe 
to  fit  at  the  Clerk's  table  with  the  member  of  the  Senate,  and  make  a  lift  of 
the  votes  as  the  fame  fhall  be  declared. 

Mr.  Speaker  accordingly  left  the  chair,  and  attended  by  the  Houfe,  with- 
drew to  the  fenate-chamber,  and  after  fome  time  returned  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair. 

Mr.  Parker  and  Mr.  Heifter  then  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's  table  a  lift  of 
the  votes  of  the  Electors  of  the  feveral  States  in  the  choice  of  a  Prefident  and 
Vice-Prefident  of  the  United  States,  as  the  fame  were  declared  by  the  Prefident 
of  the  Senate,  in  the  prefence  of  the  Senate  and  of  this  Houfe,  which  was  or- 
dered to  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  is  as  followeth  :

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  a  meffage  be  fent  to  the  Senate,  to  inform  them  that  it  is 
the  defire  of  this  Houfe  that  the  notifications  of  the  election  of  the  Prefident 
and  Vice-Prefident  of  the  United  States,  fhould  be  made  by  fuch  perfons  and 
in  fuch  manner  as  the  Senate  fhall  be  pleafed  to  direct ;  and  that  Mr.  Madifon 
do  communicate  the  faid  meffage. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  twelve  o'clock; 

Tuesday,  April  7. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of 
New-York,  covering  certain  refolutions  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Com- 
monalty of  the  faid  city,  appropriating  the  City-Hall  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  General  Government  of  the  United  States — which  were  read  and  or- 
dered to  lie  on  the  table. ' 

Mr.  Boudinot  reported  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  fuch  rules 
and  orders  of  proceeding  as  may  be  proper  to  be  obferved  in  this  Houfe,  that 
the  committee  had,  according  to  order,  prepared  the  fame,  and  agreed  to  a  re- 
port thereupon,  which  he  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's  table,  where  the  fame  was 
read,  and  on  a  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe  as  followeth  : 

The  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  prepare  fuch  {landing  rules  and 
orders  of  proceeding  as  may  be  proper  to  be  obferved  in  this  Houfe,  have, 
according  to  order,  prepared  the  fame,  and  agreed  to  the  following  report  : 

R.esolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  the  rules  and 
orders  following  are  proper  to  be  eftablifhed  as  the  Handing  rules  and  orders 
of  this  Houfe,  to  wit  : 

First.    Touching  the  Duty  of  the  Steaker. 

HE  fhall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Houfe  fhall  have 
adjourned  on  the  preceding  day  ;  mail  immediately  call  the  members  to  or- 
der, and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  mall  caufe  the  journal  of  the  preced- 
ing day  to  be  read. 

He  fhall  preferve  decorum  and  order  ;  may  fpeak  to  points  of  order  in  pre- 
ference to  other  members,  rifing  from  his  feat  for  that  purpofe,  and  fhall  decide 
queftions  of  order,  fubject  to  an  appeal  to  the  HOufe  by  any  two  members. 

He  fhall  rife  to  put  a  queftion,  but  may  ftate  it  fitting. 

Queftions  fhal^be  diftinctly  put  in  this  form,  viz.  "  As  many  as  are  of  opinion 
that  (as  the  queftion  may  be)  fay  Aye  :"  And,  after  the  affirmative  voice  is 
exprefled — "  As  many  as  are  of  a  contrary  opinion,  fay  No." 
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If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  divifion  be  called  for,  the  Houfe  fhall  divide  ; 
thofe  in  the  affirmative  going  to  the  right  and  thofe  in  the  negative  to  the  left 
of  the  chair  :  If  the  Speaker  ftill  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker 
fhall  name  two  members,  one  from  each  fide,  to  tell  the  numbers  in  the  affir- 
mative, which  being  reported,  he  fhall  then  name  two  others,  one  from  each 
fide,  to  tell  thofe  in  the  negative  ;  which  being  alfo  reported,  he  fhall  rife  and 
ftate  the  decifion  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Speaker  fhall  appoint  committees  ;  unlefs  it  be  determined  by  the 
Houfe  that  the  committee  fhall  confift  of  more  than  three  members,  in  which 
cafe  the  appointment  fhall  be  by  ballot  of  I  he  Houfe. 

In  all  cafes  of  ballot  by  the  Houfe,  the  Speaker  fhall  vote  ;  in  other  cafes 
he  fhall  not  vote,  unlefs  the  Houfe  be  equally  divided,  or  unlefs  his  vote,  if 
given  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  divifion  equal,  and  in  cafe  of  fuch  equal 
divifion,  the  queftion  fhall  be  loft. 

When  the  Houfe  adjourns,  the  members  fhall  keep  their  feats  until  the 
Speaker  go  forth  ;  and  then  the  members  fhall  follow. 

Secondly.     Of  Decorum  and  Debate. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  fpeak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Houfe,  he  fhall  rife  from  his  feat  and  refpeftfully  addrefs  himfelf  to  Mr. 
Speaker. 

If  any  member,  in  fpeaking  or  otherwife,  tranfgrefs  the  rules  of  the  Houfe, 
the  Speaker  fhall,  or  any  member  may  call  to  order  ;  in  which  cafe  the  mem- 
ber called  to  order  fhall  immediately  fit  down,  unlefs  permitted  to  explain, 
and  the  Houfe  fhall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the  cafe,  but  without  debate  : 
If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decifion  of  the  chair  fhall  be  fubmitted  to  :  If  the 
decifion  be  in  favour  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  fhall  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed  ;  if  otherwifej  and  the  cafe  require  it,  he  fhall  be  liable  to  the  cenfure 
of  the  Houfe; 

When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rife  at  once,  the  Speaker  fhall  name 
the  member  who  is  firft  to  fpeak. 

No  member  fhall  fpeak  more  than  twice  to  the  fame  queftion  without  leave 
of  the  Houfe  ;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choofing  to  fpeak,  fhall 
have  fpoken. 

Whilft  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  queftion,  or  addreffing  the  Houfe,  none 
fhall  walk  out  of,  or  acrofs  the  Houfe  ;  nor  either  in  fuch  cafe,  or  when  a  mem- 
ber is  fpeaking,  fhall  entertain  private  difcourfe,  or  read  any  printed  book  or 
paper  ;  nor  whilft  a  member  is  fpeaking  fhall  pafs  between  him  and  the  chair. 

No  member  fhall  vote  on  any  queftion,  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  imme- 
diately and  particularly  interefted  ;  or  in  any  other  cafe  where  he  was  not  pre- 
fent  when  the  queftion  Was  put. 

Every  member  who  fhall  be  in  the  Houfe  when  a  queftion  is  put,  fhall  vote 
on  the  one  fide  or  the  other,  unlefs  the  Houfe,  for  fpecial  reafons,  fhall  excufe 
him. 

When  a  motion  is  made  and  feconded,  it  fhall  be  ftated  by  the  Speaker,  or 
being  in  writing,  it  fhall  be  handed  to  the  chair,  and  read  aloud  by  the  clerk 
before  debated. 

Every  motion  fhall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any  member 
defire  it. 

After  a  motion  is  ftated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  clerk,  it  fhall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  poffeffon  of  the  Houfe,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  be- 
fore a  decifion  or  amendment. 
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When  a  queflion  is  under  debate,  no  motion  (hall  be  received,  unlefs  to 
amend  it,  to  commit  it,  for  the  previous  queflion,  or  to  adjourn. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  fhall  be  always  in  order,  and  fhall  be  decided  without 
debate.     - 

The  previous  queflion  fhall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall  the  main  queflion  be 
now  put  r"  It  fhall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  five  members  ;  and 
until  it  is  decided  fhall  preclude  all  amendment  and  further  debate  of  the  main 
queflion. 

On  a  previous  queflion  no  member  fhall  fpeak  more  than  once  without  leave; 

Any  member  may  call  for  the  divifion  of  a  queflion,  where  the  fenfe  will 
admit  of  it. 

A  motion  for  commitment  until  it  is  decided,  fhall  preclude  all  amendment 
of  the  main  queflion. 

Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleafure  of  the  Houfe. 

No  new  motion  orpropofition  fhall  be  admitted  under  colour  of  amendment, 
as  a  fubftitute  for  the  motion  or  propofition  under  debate. 

Committees  confifting  of  more  than  three  members  fhall  be  balloted  for  by 
the  Houfe  ;  if  upon  fuch  ballot  the  number  required  fhall  not  be  elected  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  given,  the  Houfe  fhall  proceed  to  afecond  ballot,  in  which 
a  plurality  of  votes  fhall  prevail;  and  in  cafe  a  greater  number  than  are  re- 
quired to  compofe  or  complete  the  committee  fhall  have  an  equal  number  of 
Votes,  the  Houfe  fhall  proceed  to  a  further  ballot  or  ballots. 

In  all  other  cafes  of  ballot  than  for  committees,  a  majority  of  the  votes  given 
fhall  be  neceffary  to  an  election,  and  where  there  fhall  not  be  fuch  majority 
on  the  firft  ballot,  the  ballot  fhall  be  repeated  until  a  majority  be  obtained. 

In  all  cafes  where  others  than  members  of  the  Houfe  may  be  eligible,  there 
fhall  be  a  previous  nomination. 

If  a  queflion  depending  be  loft  by  adjournment  of  the  Houfe,  and  revived 
on  the  fucceeding  day,  no  member  who  has  fpoken  twice  on  the  day  preced- 
ing fhall  be  permitted  again  to  fpeak  without  leave. 

Every  order,  refolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  fhall 
be  neceffary,  fhall  be  read  to  the  Houfe,  and  laid  on  the  table,  on  a  day  pre- 
ceding that  in  which  the  fame  fhall  be  moved,  unlefs  the  Houfe  fhall  otherwife 
exprefsly  allow. 

Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addrefled  to  the  Houfe,  fhall  be 
prefented  through  the  Speaker,  or  by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  fhall  not  be 
debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their  being  firft  read,  unlefs  where  the  Houfe 
fhall  dire  ft  otherwife  ;  but  fhall  lie  on  the  table  to  be  taken  up  in  the  order 
they  were  read. 

Any  fifteen  members  (including  the  Speaker  if  there  is  one)  fhall  be  autho- 
rifed  to  compel  the  attendance  of  abfent  members. 

Upon  calls  of  the  Houfe,  or  in  taking  the  ayes  and  noes  on  any  queflion, 
the  names  of  the  members  fhall  be  called  alphabetically. 

Thirdly.     Of  Bills. 

Every  bill  fhall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order  of  the 
Houfe  on  the  report  of  a  committee,  and  in  either  cafe  a  committee  to  pre- 
pare the  fame  fhall  be  appointed.  In  cafes  of  a  general  nature  one  day's  notice 
at  leaft  fhall  be  given  of  the  motion  to  bring  in  a  bill ;  and  every  fuch  motion 
maybe  committed. 

Every  bill  fhall  receive  three  feveral  readings  in  the  Houfe  previous  to  its 
paffage  ;  and  all  bills  fhall  be  difpatched  in  order  as  they  were  introduced,  un- 
lefs where  the  Houfe  fhall  direct  otherwife;  but  no  bill  fhall  be  twice  read  on 
the  fame  day  without  fpecial  order  of  the  Houfe. 
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The  firft  reading  of  a  bill  fhall  be  for  information,  and  if  oppofition  be 
made  to  it,  the  queftion  fhall  be,  "  Shall  the  bill  be  reje&ed  V  If  no  oppo- 
fition be  made,  or  the  queftion  to  rejeiSl  be  negatived,  the  bill  fhall  go  to  its 
fecond  reading  without  a  queftion. 

Upon  the  fecond  reading  of  a  bill,  the  Speaker  fhall  date  it  as  ready  for 
commitment  or  engroffment,  and  if  committed,  then  a  queftion  fhall  be  whe- 
ther to  a  felect  committee,  or  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  ;  if  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  Houfe,  the  Houfe  fhall  determine  on  what  day.  But  if 
the  bill  be  ordered  to  be  engrolfed,  the  Houfe  fhall  appoint  the  day  when  it 
mall  be  read  the  third  time.  After  commitment,  and  a  report  thereof  to  the 
Houfe,  a  bill  may  be  re-committed,  or  at  any  time  before  its  paffage. 

All  bills  ordered  to  be  engroffed  fhall  be  executed  in  a  fair  round  hand. 

The  ena£ting  ftile  of  bills  fhall  be,  "  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senators  and  Re- 
prefentatives  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled." 

When  a  bill  fhall  pafs,  it  fhall  be  certified  by  the  clerk,  noting  the  day  of  its 
paffing  at  the  foot  thereof. 

No  bill  amended  by  the  Senate  fhall  be  committed. 

Fourthly.      Of  Committees  of  the  whole  House. 

IT  fhall  be  a  ftanding  order  of  the  day,  throughout  the  feffion,  for  the  Houfe 
to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  theftate  of  the  Union. 

In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  the  Speaker  fhall  leave  his 
chair,  and  a  chairman  to  prefide  in  committee  fhall  be  appointed. 

Upon  bills  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  the  bill  fhall  be 
firft  read  throughout  by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by  claufes, 
leaving  the  preamble  to  be  laft  confidered  ;  the  body  of  the  bill  fhall  not  be 
defaced  or  interlined  ;  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line,  fhall  be 
duly  entered  by  the  clerk  on  a  feparate  paper  as  the  fame  fhall  be  agreed  to  by 
the  committee,  and  fo  reported  to  the  Houfe.  After  report  the  bill  fhall  again 
be  fubject  to  be  debated  and  amended  by  claufes  before  a  queftion  to  engrofh  it 
be  taken. 

All  amendments  made  to  an  original  motion  in  committee  fhall  be  incorpo- 
rated with  the  motion,  and  fo  reported. 

All  amendments  made  to  a  report  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
fhall  be  noted  and  reported  as  in  the  cafe  of  bills. 

All  queftions,  whether  in  committee  or  in  the  Houfe,  fhall  be  propounded 
in  the  order  they  were  moved,  except  that  in  filling  up  blanks  the  largeft  fum 
and  longeft  day  fhall  be  firft  put. 

The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  Houfe  fhall  be  obferved  in  committee  fofar  as 
they  may  be  applicable,  except  that  limiting  the  times  of  fpeaking. 

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  Juftice  of  the  ftate  of  New-York  be  requefted 
to  attend  this  Houfe,  at  the  hour  of  its  meeting  to-morrow,  for  the  purpofe  of 
adminiftering  to  the  Speaker  and  other  Members  of  the  Houfe,  the  oath  re- 
quired by  the  Conftitution,  in  the  form  agreed  to  yefterday. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Wednesday,  April  8. 

Two  other  members,  to  wit,  John  Lawrance,  fom  New- York,  and  Thomas 
Fitzfimons,  from  Pennfylvania,  appeared  and  took  their  feats. 

The  Chief  Juftice  of  the  ftate  of  New- York,  attended  agreeably  to  the  order 
of  yefterday,  and  adminiftered  the  oath  required  by  the  Conftitution,  in  the

Gn  motion, 

The  Houfe  according  to  the  (landing  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf  into 
a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee* 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported  that  the  committee 
had,  according  to  order,  had  the  ftate  of  the  Union  under  confideration,  but 
had  come  to  no  refolution  thereupon. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock.

The  members  elected,  Mr.  Boudinot,  Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  Tucker,  Mr.  Ma- 
difon, and  Mr.  Bland. 

On  motion, 

The  Houfe,  according  to  the  ftanding  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf  into  a 
committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  State  of  the  Union. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported,  that  the  committee 
had,  acording  to  order,  had  the  ftate  of  the  Union  under  confideration,  but 
had  come  to  no  refolution  thereupon. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock.

Saturday,  April   ii. 

A  petition  of  the  tradefmen,  manufacturers,  and  others,  of  the  town  of  Bal- 
timore, in  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  whofe  names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  ftating  certain  matters,  and  praying  an  im- 
pofition  of  fuch  duties  on  all  foreign  articles  which  can  be  made  in  America, 
as  will  give  a  juft  and  decided  preference  to  the  labors  of  the  petitioners,  and 
that  there  may  be  granted  to  them  in  common  with  the  other  manufacturers  and 
mechanics  of  the  United  States,  fuch  relief  as  in  the  wifdom  of  Congrefs  may 
appear  proper. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole 
Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 

The  Houfe  then,  according  to  the  {landing  order  of  the  day,   refolved  itfelf 
into  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 
Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair.

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
communicating  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  that  Houfe,  to  confer  with 
any  committee  to  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  Houfe  in  making  the  ne- 
ceflary  arrangements  to  receive  the  Prefident,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Monday,  April   13. 

Several  other  members,  to  wit,  William  Floyd,  from  New- York,  Thomas 
Sinnickfon,  from  New-Jerfey,  Joflvua  Seney,  from  Maryland,  and  Edanus 
Uurke,  Daniel  Huger,  and  William  Smith,  from  South-Carolina,  appeared  and 
took  their  feats. 

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Benfon,  Mr.  Peter  Muhlenberg,   and  Mr.  Griffin,

be  a  committee  to  confider  of  and  report  to  the  Houfe  reflecting  the  ceremo- 
nial of  receiving  the  Prefident,  and  that  they  be  authorifed  to  confer  with  a 
committee  of  the  Senate  for  the  purpofe. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  confider  the  report  from  the  committee  appointed 
to  prepare  fuch  further  rules  and  orders  of  proceeding  as  may  be  proper  to  be 
obferved  in  this  Houfe,  which  lay  on  the  table,  and  the  faid  report  was  read 
and  is  as  followeth  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  the  rules  and  or- 
ders following  ought  to  be  eftablilhed  as  additional  Handing  rules  and  orders 
of  this  Houfe,  to  wit  : 

1.  That  any  member  may  excufe  himfelf  from  ferving  on  any  committee  at 
the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  member  of  two  other  committees. 

2.  That  no  member  abfent  himfelf  from  the  fervice  of  the  Houfe,  unlefs 
he  have  leave,  or  be  fick  and  unable  to  attend. 

3.  Upon  a  call  of  the  Houfe,  for  which  at  leaft-one  day's  notice  fliall  be  re- 
-quifite,  the  names  of  the  members  fhall  be  called  over  by  the  clerk,  and  the  ab- 
fentees  noted,  after  which  the  names  of  the  abfentees  fliall  be  again  called  over  ; 
the  doors  fhall  then  be  fhut,  and  thofe  for  whom  no  excufes,  or  infufficient 
excufes  are  made,  may  by  order  of  the  Houfe  be  taken  into  cuftody. 

4.  It  fliall  be  the  office  and  duty  of  a  ferjeant  at  arms  to  attend  the  Houfe 
during  its  fitting,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Houfe  from  time  to  time, 
and  all  fuch  procefs  iffued  by  authority  thereof  as  fliall  be  directed  to  him  by 
the  Speaker,  and  either  by  himfelf,  or  fpecial  meffengers  appointed  by  him,  to 
take  and  detain  in  his  cuftody,  members  or  other  perfons  ordered  by  the  Houfe 
to  be  taken  or  committed. 

5.  A  proper  fymbol  of  office  fliall  be  provided  for  the  ferjeant  at  arms,  of 
fuch  form  and  device  as  the  Speaker  fhall  direct,  which  fhall  be  placed  on  the 
clerk's  table  during  the  fitting  of  the  Houfe,  but  when  the  Houfe  is  in  com- 
mittee, fliall  be  placed  under  the  table  ;  the  ferjeant  at  arms  fhall  moreover 
always  bear  the  faid  fymbol  when  executing  the  immediate  commands  of  the 
Houfe  during  its  fitting,  returning  the  fame  to  the  clerk's  table  when  the  fer- 
vice is  performed. 

6.  Every  member  or  other  perfon  ordered  into  cuftody,  fliall  pay  to  the  fer- 
jeant at  arms  for  every  arreft,  and  for  each  day's  cuf- 
tody and  releafement  ;  alfo  per  mile  for  travelling  expences  go- 
ing and  returning,  unlefs  the  payment  thereof  fliall  be  remitted  by  the  Houfe. 

7.  A  ftanding  committee  of  elections  fliall  be  appointed  to  confift  of  feven 
members  ;  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  committee  to  examine  and  report 
upon  the  certificates  of  election,  or  other  credentials  of  the  members  returned 
to  ferve  in  this  Houfe,  and  to  take  into  their  confideration  all  fuch  matters  as 
fliall  or  may  come  in  queftion  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Houfe,  touching 
returns  and  elections,  and  to  report  their  proceedings  with  their  opinion  there- 
upon to  the  Houfe. 

8.  The  clerk  of  the  Houfe  fhall  take  an  oath  for  the  true  and  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  the  belt  of  his  knowledge  and  abilities. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  joint  rules  ought 
to  be  eftablifhed  between  the  two  Houfes,  to  provide  for  the  mode  of  commu- 
nicating meffages,  of  holding  and  conducting  conferences,  and  all  other  cafes 
of  proceeding  requiring  previous  mutual  agreement. 

The  firft  refolution  being  read  a  fecond  time,  and  debated  by  paragraphs, 
the  firft,  fecond,  third,  feventh  and  eighth  claufes  were,  on  the  queftion  put 
thereupon,  agreed  to  by  this  Houfe. 

The  fourth,  fifth,  and  fixth  claufes  were  feverally  read  a-  fecond  time,  and 
ordered  to  be  re-committed  to  the  fame  committee. 

The  fecond  refolution  was  read  a  fecond  time,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
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On  motion, 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  ballot  for  a  {landing  committee  of  elections. 

The  members  elected,  Mr.  Clymer,  Mr.  Ames,  Mr.  Benfon,  Mr.  Carrol!, 
Mr.  White,  Mr.  Huntington,  and  Mr.  Gilman. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  the  honorable  John  Lang- 
don,  a  member  of  the  Senate,  communicating  an  inftruction  to  a  committee 
of  that  Houfe,  to  report  if  any  and  what  arrangements  are  necelfary  for  the 
reception  of  the  Vice-Prefident,  which  was  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  laid  letter  be  referred  to  the  committee  appointed  to  con- 
fider  of  and  report  to  the  Houfe  refpecting  the  ceremonial  of  receiving  the 
Prefident^  and  thatit  be  an  inftruction  to  the  faid  committee,  to  report  upon 
the  faid  letter  alfo. 

A  petition  of  the  fhipwrights  of  the  city  of  Charlefton  in  the  ftate  of  South- 
Carolina,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  dating  the  diftrefs  they  are  in 
from  the  decline  of  that  branch  of  bufinefs,  and  the  prefent  fituation  of  the 
trade  of  the  United  States,  and  praying  that  the  wifdom  and  policy  of  the 
National  Legiilature  may  be  directed  to  fuch  meafures  in  a  general  regulation 
of  trade,  and  the  eftablifhment  of  a  proper  navigation  act,  as  will  tend  to  re- 
lieve the  particular  diftrefTes  of  the  petitioners,  and  in  common  with  them, 
thofe  of  their  fellow  fhipwrights  throughout  the  United  States. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole 
Houfe,  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Tuesday,  April  14. 

Mr.  White  prefented  according  to  order  a  bill  to  regulate  the  taking  the 
oath  or  affirmation  prefcribed  by  the  fixth  article  of  the  Conftitution,  which 
was  received  and  read  the  firft  time. 

Mr.  Boudinot  reported  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  re-committed 
certain  claufes  of  the  report  for  eftablifhing  additional  rules  and  orders  of  pro- 
ceeding to  be  obferved  in  this  Houfe,  that  the  committee  had  according  to  order 
re-conudered  the  fame,  and  agreed  to  a  report  thereupon,  which  he  deli- 
vered in  at  the  clerk's  table,  where  the  fame  was  twice  read,  the  blanks  therein 
filled  up,  and  on  a  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe  as  fol- 
lowed! : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  the  rules  and  or- 
ders following  ought  to  be  eftablifhed  as  additional  Handing  rules  and  orders 
of  this  Houfe,  to  wit : 

A  ferjeant  at  arms  fhall  be  appointed  to  hold  his  office  during  the  pleafure  of 
the  Houfe,  whofe  duty  fhall  be  to  attend  the  Houfe  during  its  fitting,  to  execute 
the  commands  of  the  Houfe  from  time  to  time,  and  all  fuch  procefs  iffued  by 
authority  thereof  as  fhall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  Speaker. 

A  proper  fymbol  of  office  fhall  be  provided  for  the  ferjeant  at  arms,  of  fuch 
form  and  device  as  the  Speaker  fhall  direct,  which  mail  be  borne  by  the  ferjeant 
when  in  the  execution  of  his  office. 

The  fees  of  the  ferjeant_at  arms  fhall  be,  for  every  arreft  the  fum  of  two  dol- 
lars ;  for  each  day's  cuftody  and  releafment  one  dollar  ;  and  for  travelling  ex- 
pences,  going  and  returning,  one  tenth  of  a  dollar  per  mile. 

The  Houfe  according  to  the  Handing  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf  into  a 
committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported  that  the  committee 
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had,  according  to  order,  had  the  ftate  of  the  Union  under  confideration,  but 
had  come  to  no  refolution  thereupon. 
And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Wednesday,  April  15. 

A  petition  of  David  Ramfay,  of  the  ftate  of  South-Carolina,  was  prefented 
to  the  Houfe  and  read,  fetting  forth  that  he  has  at  a  great  expence  of  time  and 
money,  publifhed  a  book,  entitled,  "  The  Hiftory  of  the  Revolution  of  South- 
Carolina  from  a  Britifh  Province  to  an  independent  State  ;" — that  he  has  alfo 
prepared,  and  purpofes  fhortly  to  publilh  another  book  under  the  title  of  the 
"  Hiftory  of  the  American  Revolution,"  and  praying  that  a  law  may  pafs  for 
fecuring  to  the  petitioner,  his  heirs  and  affigns  for  a  certain  term  of  years,  the 
fole  and  exclufive  right  of  vending  and  difpofing  of  the  faid  books  within  the 
United  States. 

Alfo,  a  petition  of  John  Churchman,  fetting  forth  that  by  feveral  year's  la- 
bour, clofe  application,  and  at  great  expence,  he  hath  invented  feveral  diffe- 
rent methods  by  which  the  principles  of  magnetic  variation  are  fo  explained, 
that  the  latitude  of  a  place  being  given  its  longitude  may  be  eafily  deter- 
mined ;  and  praying  that  a  law  may  pafs  for  veiling  in  the  petitioner,  his  heirs 
and  affigns,  an  exclufive  right  of  vending  of  fpheres,hemifpheres,  maps,  charts 
and  tables ,  on  his  principles  of  magnetifm,  throughout  the  United  States, 
as  alfo  that  he  may  receive  the  patronage  of  Congrefs  to  enable  him  to  per- 
form a  voyage  to  Baffin's  bay,  for  the  purpofe  of  making  magnetical  experi- 
ments to  afcertain  the  caufes  of  the  variation  of  the  needle,  and  how  near  the 
longitude  may  be  thereby  afcertained. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petitions  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  and 
that  Mr.  Tucker,  Mr.  White,  and  Mr.  Huntington  be  of  the  faid  committee. 

A  petition  of  David  Ramfey,  of  the  ftate  of  South-Carolina,  was  prefented 
to  the  Houfe  and  read,  fetting  forth  that  Mr.  William  Smith,  a  member  re- 
turned to  ferve  in  this  Houfe  as  one  of  the  Reprefentatives  for  the  ftate  of 
South-Carolina,  was,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  ineligible  thereto,  and  came 
within  the  difqualification  of  the  third  paragraph  of  the  newConftitution,  which 
declares  "  that  no  perfon  fhall  be  a  Reprefentative  who  fhall  not  have  been 
feven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States ;""  and  praying  that  thofe  allegations 
may  be  enquired  into  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  elections, 
and  that  the  faid  committee  do  report  a  proper  mode  of  inveftigating  and  de- 
ciding thereupon. 

Mr.  Boudinot  reported  from  the  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  a 
committee  from  the  Senate,  reflecting  the  mode  of  conducting  conferences, 
and  the  appointment  of  Chaplains,  that  the  committee  had,  according  to  order, 
met  and  conferred  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate  thereupon,  and  had  agreed 
to  a  report,  which  he  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's  table,  where  the  fame  was 
read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Benfon  reported  from  the  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  con- 
fider  of  and  report  to  the  Houfe  reflecting  the  ceremonial  of  receiving  the 
Prefident,  and  to  whom  was  alfo  referred  a  letter  from  the  chairman  of  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Senate  to  the  Speaker,  communicating  an  inftrudtion  from  that 
Houfe  to  a  committee  thereof,  to  report  if  any  and  what  arrangements  are  ne- 
ceffary  for  the  reception  of  the  Vice-Prefident,  and  that  the  committee  had,  ac- 
cording to  order,  confidered  of  the  fame,  and  had  agreed  to  a  report  thereup- 
on, which  he  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's  table,  where  the  fame  was  twice  read, 
and  on  the  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe  as  followeth  :

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That  Mr.  Ofgood,  the  proprietor  of  the  houfe  lately  occupied  by  the  Prefi- 
dent  of  Congrei's,  be  requefted  to  put  the  fame  and  the  furniture  therein  in 
proper  condition  for  the  refidence  and  ufe  of  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States, 
and  otherwife,  at  the  expence  of  the  United  States,  to  provide  for  his  tempo- 
rary accommodation. 

That  it  will  be  moll  eligible,  in  the  firft  inftance,  that  a  committee  of  three 
members  from  the  Senate,  and  five  members  from  the  Houfe  of  Reprefenta- 
tives,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Houfes  refpe&ively,  attend  to  receive  the  Prefi- 
dent at  fuch  place  as  he  mall  embark  from  New-Jerfey  for  this  city,  and  con- 
duct him  without  form  to  the  houfe  lately  occupied  by  the  Prefident  of  Con- 
grefs,  and  that  at  fuch  time  thereafter  as  the  Prefident  fhall  fignify  it  will  be 
mofr  comvenient  for  him,  he  be  formally  received  by  both  Houfes. 

That  a  committee  of  two  members  from  the  Senate,  and  three  members 
from  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Houfes  refpe&ively, 
wait  on  the  Vice-Prefident  of  the  United  States  as  foon  as  he  fhall  come  to 
this  city,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  congratulate 
him  on  his  arrival. 

The  Houfe  then,  according  to  the  {landing  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf 
into  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  (fate  of  the  Union. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported  that  the  committee 
had,  according  to  order,  had  the  ftate  of  the  Union  under  confideration,  but 
had  come  to  no  refolution  thereupon.

The  members  ele&ed — Mr.  Boudinot,  Mr.  Bland,  Mr.  Tucker,  Mr.  Ben- 
fon,  and  Mr.  Lawrance. 

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Gilman,  Mr.  Ames,  and  Mr.  Gale,  be  a  committee, 
in  conjunction  with  a  committee  from  the  Senate,  to  wait  on  the  Vice-Prefident 
of  the  United  States,  upon  his  arrival  in  this  city,  and  to  congratulate  him 
thereupon  in  the  name  of  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States. 

The  Houfe,  according  to  the  {landing  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf  into 
a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported  that  the  committee 
had,  according  to  order,  had  the  ftate  of  the  Union  under  confideration,  but 
had  come  to  no  refolution  thereupon.

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lee,  Mr.  Burke,  and  Mr.  Seney,  be  a  committee  to 
confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  in  reporting  a  proper  mode  of  commu- 
nicating papers,  bills,  and  meffages  between  the  two  Houfes. 

The  Houfe  then  proceeded  to  confider  the  report  of  the  committee  appoint- 
ed to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  for  the  purpofe  of  regulating  pro- 
ceedings in  cafes  of  conference,  and  the  appointment  of  Chaplains,  which  lay 
on  the  table,  and  the  fame  being  again  read,  was,  on  the  queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe  as  followeth  :

That  two  Chaplains*  of  different  denominations,  be  appointed  to  Congrefs 
for  the  prefent  feffion  ;  the  Senate  to  appoint  one,  and  give  notice  thereof  to 
the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  who  fhall  thereupon  appoint  the  other — which 
Chaplains  fhall  commence  their  fervices  in  the  Houfes  that  appoint  them,  but 
fhall  interchange  weekly. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock,

gitude of  the  place  ;  and  having  applied  his  principles  to  many  inftances  in 
Cook's  voyages,  has  found  the  refult  to  correfpond  with  confiderable  accuracy 
with  the  real  facts,  as  far  as  they  could  be  determined  by  the  reckoning  of  the 
fhip  :  That  the  object  to  which  Mr.  Churchman's  labors  are  directed,  is  con- 
fefledly  of  very  high  importance,  and  his  ideas  on  the  fubject  appear  to  be  in- 
genious :  That  with  a  view  of  applying  them  to  practice,  he  has  contrived  a 
map  and  a  globe,  whereby  to  fhew  the  angles  which  are  made  by  the  inter- 
feron of  the  real  and  the  magnetic  meridians  in  different  parts  of  the  earth  : 
That  he  is  alfo  engaged  in  conftructing  tables  for  determining  the  longitude  at 
fea  upon  magnetic  principles  '.  That  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  fuch 
efforts  deferve  encouragement,  and  that  a  law  fhould  pafs  to  fecure  to  Mr. 
Churchman,  for  a  term  of  years,  the  exclufive  pecuniary  emolument  to  be  de- 
rived from  the  publication  of  thefe  feveral  inventions,"  was  again  read,  and  on 
the  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe* 

The  fecond  claufe  in  the  words  following,  to  wit,  "  With  refpedt  to  the 
voyage  propofed  by  Mr.  Churchman  to  Baffin's  Bay,  the  committee  are  cauti- 
ous of  recommending,  in  the  prefent  deranged  ftate  of  our  finances,  a  precipi- 
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tate  adoption  of  a  meafure  which  would  be  attended  with  confiderable  expence  ; 
but  they  are  of  opinion  that  at  a  future  day,  if  Mr.  Churchman's  principles 
ihould  be  found  to  fucceed  in  practice,  it  would  be  proper  to  give  further  en- 
couragement to  his  ingenuity,"  was  again  read,  and  on  a  motion  made,  order- 
ed to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  third  claufein  the  words  following,  to  wit,  "  Onth.efubject.of  the  petiti- 
on of  Doftor  David  Ramfay,  your  committee  report  it  as  their  opinion,  that 
a  law  mould  pafs  to  fecure  to  him  the  exclufive  right  of  publifhing  and  vend- 
ing, for  a  term  of  years,  the  two  works  mentioned  in  the  petition,"  was  read, 
and  on  the  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 
On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  a  bill  or  bills  be  brought  in,  making  a  general  provifion 
for  fecuring  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclufive  right  of  their  refpeftive 
writings  and  difcoveries,  and  that  Mr.  Huntington,  Mr.  Cadwalader,  and  Mr. 
Contee,  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

The  Houfe  according  to  the  (landing  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf  into 
a   committee   of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 
Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 
Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee.

Mr.  Richard  Bland  Lee,  reported  from  the  committee  appointed  to  confer 
with  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  in  reporting  a  proper  mode  of  communica- 
ting papers,  bills,  and  meflages,  between  the  two  Houfes,  that  the  committee 
had,  according  to  order,  met  and  conferred  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate 
thereupon,  and  had  agreed  to  a  report,  which  he  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's 
table,  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Ordered,  that  the  report  from  the  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  on  the 
bill  to  regulate  the  taking  the  oath  or  affirmation  prefcribed  by  the  lixth  article 
of  the  Conftitution,  be  put  off  until  to-morrow. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Friday,  April  24. 

Mr.  Boudinot  reported  from  the  committee  appointed  to  attend  with  a  com- 
mittee from  the  Senate,  to  receive  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  at  the 
place  of  his  embarkation  from  New-Jerfey,  that  the  committee  did,  according 
to  order,  together  with  a  committee  from  the  Senate,  attend  at  Elizabeth- 
Town,  in  New-Jerfey,  on  the  twenty-third  inftant,  at  which  place  the  two 
committees  met  the  Prefident,  and  thence  embarked  for  this  city,  where  they 
arrived  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day,  and  conducted 
him  to  the  houfe  appointed  for  his  refidence. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  confider  the  report  from  the  committee  appointed 
to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  in  reporting  a  proper  mode  of  com- 
municating papers,  bills,  and  meffages,  between  the  two  Houfes,  which  lay  on 
the  table,  and  the  faid  report  being  twice  read,  was,  on  a  motion  made,  or- 
dered to  be  re -committed  to  the  fame  committee. 
On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  fo  much  of  the  ftanding  rules  and  orders  of  this  Houfe  as 
prefcribes  the  enafted  ftyle  of  bills,  be  refcinded. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  the  Vice-Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  enclofing  a  refolution  of  the  Senate,  appointing  a  committee 
to  confider  and  report  what  ftyle  or  titles  it  will  be  proper  to  annex  to  the  of- 
fice of  Prefident  and  Vice-Piefident  of  the  United  States,  if  any  other  than 
thofe  given  in  the  Conftitution;  alfo  to  confider  of  the  time,  place,  and  man- 
ner in  which,  and  the  perfon  by  whom  the  oath  prefcribed  by  the  Conftitution 
mall  be  adminiftered  to  the  Prefident,  and  to  confer  thereon  with  fuch  com- 
mittee as  this  Houfe  fhould  appoint  for  that  purpofe  : — Whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  a  committee,  to  confift  of  five  members,  be  appointed  for 
the  purpofe  expreffed  in  the  refolution  of  the  Senate. 
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The  members  eletted — Mr.  Benfon,  Mr.  Ames,  Mr.  Madifon,  Mr.  Carroll, 
and  Mr.  Sherman. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  confider  the  refolutions  reported  from  the  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union,  which  lay  on  the  table,  and 
made  fome  progrefs  therein. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Saturday,  April  25. 

The  Houfe,  according  to  the  order  of  the  day,  received  the  report  from  the 
committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  the  bill  to  regulate  the  taking  the  oath  or 
affirmation  prefcribed  by  the  fixth  article  of  the  Conftitution ;  and  the  amend- 
ments to  the  faid  bill  being  read  and  amended  at  the  clerk's  table,  were  agreed 
to  by  the  Houfe.

Mr.  Benfon,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  confider  of  the  time,  place,  and 
manner  in  which,  and  of  the  perfon  by  whom  the  oath  prefcribed  by  the  Con- 
ftitution fhall  be  adminiftered  to  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate  for  the  purpofe,  reported  as  followeth  : 

That  the  Prefident  hath  been  pleafed  to  fignify  to  them  that  any  time  or  place 
which  both  Houfes  may  think  proper  to  appoint,  and  any  manner  which  fhall 
appear  moft  eligible  to  them,  will  be  acceptable  to  him — That  requifite  pre- 
parations cannot  probably  be  made  before  Thurfeday  next — That  the  Prefident 
be  on  that  day  formally  received  by  both  Houfes  in  the  fenate-chamber — That 
the  reprefentatives-chamber  being  capable  of  receiving  the  greater  number  of 
perfons,  that  therefore  the  Prefident  do  take  the  oath  in  that  place,  and  in  the 
prefence  of  both  Houfes — That  after  the  formal  reception  of  the  Prefident  in 
the  fenate-chamber,  he  be  attended  by  both  Houfes  to  the  reprefentatives- 
chamber,  and  that  the  oath  be  adminiftered  by  the  Chancellor  of  this  ftate. 

The  committee  farther  report  it  as  their  opinion,  that  it  will  be  proper  that 
a  committee  of  both  Houfes  be  appointed  to  take  order  for  farther  conducting 
the  ceremonial. 

The  faid  report  was  twice  read  ;  and,  on  the  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed 
to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Benfon,  Mr.  Ames,  and  Mr.  Carroll,  be  a  commit- 
tee on  the  part  of  this  Houfe,  purfuant  to  the  faid  report. 

The  Houfe  then  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  refolutions  reported  from 
the  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union,  and  made  a  far- 
ther progrefs  therein. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  the  Vice-Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  enclofing  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  appointing  the  Reverend  Doc- 
tor Provoft  a  Chaplain  to  Congrefs,  on  the  part  of  that  Houfe,  which  was  read, 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  eleven  o'clock.

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On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  on  Friday  next  proceed  by  ballot  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Chaplain  to  Congrefs,  on  the  part  of  this  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  refolutions  reported  from  the 
committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union,  and  made  a  farther 
progrefs  therein. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  the  Vice-Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  enclofing  certain  proceedings  of  thcSenate  touching  the  cere- 
monial of  the  formal  reception  of  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  by  both 
Houfes,  which  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Benfon  from  the  committee  of  both  Houfes,  appointed  to  take  order  for 
conducting  the  ceremonial  of  the  formal  reception  of  the  Prefident  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  reported  as  followeth  : 

That  it  appears  to  the  committee  more  eligible  that  the  oath  mould  be  ad- 
miniftered  to  the  Prefident  in  the  outer  gallery  adjoining  the  fenate-chamber, 
than  in  the  reprefentatives-chamber,  and  therefore  fubmit  to  the  refpedtive 
Houfes  the  propriety  of  authorifing  their  committees  to  take  order  as  to  the 
place  where  the  oath  mall  be  adminiftered  to  the  Prefident,  the  refolutions  of 
Saturday  affigning  the  reprefentatives-chamber  as  the  place,  notwithftanding. 

The  faid  report  being  twice  read, 

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  doth  concur  in  the  faid  report,  and  authorife 
the  committee  to  take  order  for  the  change  of  place  thereby  propofed. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  the  Vice-Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  enclofing  two  orders  of  the  Senate,  one  of  the  thirteenth  in- 
ftant,  appointing  a  committee  to  confer  with  any  committee  to  be  appointed  on 
the  part  of  this  Houfe,  refpe&ing  the  future  difpoiition  of  the  papers,  &c.  in 
the  office  of  the  late  Secretary  of  the  United  States  ;  the  other  of  the  twenty- 
feventh  inftant,  for  the  attendance  of  both  Houfes,  with  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  after  the  oath  fhall  be  adminiftered  to  him  to  hear  divine  fer- 
vice  at  St.  Paul's  Chapei — which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock.

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  doth  concur  with  the  committee  in  the  faid  re- 
folution,  and  that  Mr.  Clymer,  Mr.  White,  and  Mr.  Baldwin,  do  prepare 
and  bring  in  a  bill  or  bills  purfuant  thereto. 

Ordered,  That  the  farther  confideration  of  the  report  from  the  commitee 
of  the  whole  Houfe  be  poflponed  until  to-morrow. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  letter  from  Matthias  Ogden,  referring 
to  fundry  petitions  annexed  thereto  from  a  number  of  citizens  of  New-Jerfey, 
complaining  of  illegality  in  the  late  election  of  Reprefentatives  for  that  State 
to  this  Houfe. 

The  faid  letter  was  read,  and,  together  with  the  petitions  accompanying  it, 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  order  of  the  Senate  of  the  thirteenth  inftant,  was  read,  appointing  a 
committee  to  confer  with  any  committee  to  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  this 
Houfe,  refpecling  the  future  difpofition  of  the  papers  in  the  office  of  the  late 
Secretary  of  the  United  States  :  Whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Trumbull,  Mr.  Cadwalader,  and  Mr.  Jackfon,  be 
a  committee  for  that  purpofe. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 
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Wednesday,  April  29. 

The  petitions  of  the  citizens  of  New-Jerfey,  whofe  names  are  thereunto  fub- 
fcribed,  complaining  of  the  illegality  of  the  election  of  Reprefentatives  to  Con- 
grefs  for  that  ftate,  as  referred  to  in  Mr.  Qgden's  letter  of  yefterday,  were 
read  :  Whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  elections, 
and  that  it  be  an  inftruction  to  the  faid  committee,  to  report  a  proper  mode  of 
inveftigation  and  decifion  thereupon. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  confider  the  report  from  the  committee  of  e'eftions, 
(which  lay  on  the  table)  on  the  petition  of  David  Ramfay  of  the  ftate  of  South- 
Carolina,  fuggefting  that  William  Smith,  returned  a  member  of  this  Houfe  as 
elected  within  that  ftate,  was,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  ineligible  ;  and  the 
faid  report  being  amended  to  read  as  followeth  : 

That  in  this  cafe  it  will  be  fufficient  in  the  firft  inftance,  that  a  committee 
take  fuch  proofs  as  can  be  obtained  in  this  city  refpecting  the  facts  ftated  in  the 
petition,  and  report  the  fame  to  the  Houfe — That  Mr.  Smith  be  permitted  to 
be  preient  from  time  to  time  when  fuch  proofs  are  taken,  to  examine  the  wit- 
neffes,  and  to  offer  counter  proofs,  which  fhall  alfo  be  received  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  reported  to  the  Houfe — That  if  the  proofs  fo  to  be  reported  mall 
be  declared  by  the  Houfe  infufficient  to  verify  the  material  facts  ftated  in  the 
petition,  or  fuch  other  facts  as  the  Houfe  fhall  deem  proper  to  be  enquired  into, 
it  will  then  be  neceffary  for  the  Houfe  to  direct  a  farther  enquiry,  and  efpecially 
the  procuring  whatever  additional  teftimony  may  be  fuppofed  to  be  in  South- 
Carolina,  as  the  cafe  may  require — That  all  queftions  arifmg  on  the  proofs 
be  decided  by  the  Houfe  without  any  previous  opinion  thereon  reported  by 
a  committee. 

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  doth  agree  to  the  faid  report,  and  that  it  be 
an  inftruction  to  the  committee  of  elections  to  proceed  accordingly. 

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  an  efti-. 
mate  of  the  fupplies  requifite  for  the  prefent  year,  and  of  the  nett  produce  of 
the  impoft  as  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  and  that  Mr.  Gerry,  Mr.  Smith,  (of 
Maryland)  and  Mr.  Parker,  be  of  the  faid  committee. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  confider  the  following  refolution  of  the  Senate, 
to  wit  : 

"  In  Senate,  April  27. 

"  Resolved,  That  after  the  oath  fhall  have  been  adminiftered  to  the  Pre- 
"  fident,  he,  attended  by  the  Vice-Prefident,  and  the  members  of  the  Senate 
"  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  proceed  to  St.  Paul's  Chapel  to  hear  divine 
"  fervice,  to  be  performed  by  the  Chaplains  to  Congrefs  already  appointed  :" 
Whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  doth  concur  with  the  Senate  in  the  faid  refo- 
lution, amended  to  read  as  followeth,  to  wit  : 

"  That  after  the  oath  fhall  have  been  adminiftered  to  the  Prefident,  the 
"  Vice-Prefident  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  and  members  of  the 
"  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  will  accompany  him  to  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  to  hear

Friday,  May  i. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  a  copy  of  the  Speech  of  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States,  to  both  Houfes  of  Congrefs,  delivered  yefterday  in  the  fenate- 
chamber,  immediately  after  his  inauguration,  as  followeth  : 

FELLOW  CITIZENS   of  the  SENATE,  and  of  the  HOUSE 
of  REPRESENTATIVES. 

AMONG  the  viciflitudes  incident  to  life,  no  event  could  have  filled  me  with 
greater  anxieties,  than  that  of  which  the  notification  was  tranfmitted  by  your 
order,  and  received  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  prefent  month. — On  the  one 
hand,  I  was  fummoned  by  my  country,  whofe  voice  I  can  never  hear  but  with 
veneration  and  love,  from  a  retreat  which  I  had  chofen  with  the  fondefl  pre- 
dilection, and  in  my  flattering  hopes,  with  an  immutable  decifion,  as  the  afy- 
lum  of  my  declining  years  ;  a  retreat  which  was  rendered  every  day  more  ne- 
cefiary  as  well  as  more  dear  to  me,  by  the  addition  of  habit  to  inclination, 
and  of  frequent  interruptions  in  my  health  to  the  gradual  wafte  committed  on 
it  by  time. — On  the  other  hand,  the  magnitude  and  difficulty  of  the  truft  to 
which  the  voice  of  my  country  called  me,  being  fufficient  to  awaken  in  the 
wifeft  and  moll  experienced  of  her  citizens,  a  diftruftful  fcrutiny  into  his  quali- 
fications, could  not  but  overwhelm  with  difpondence,  one,  who,  inheriting 
inferior  endowments  from  nature,  and  unpractifed  in  the  duties  of  civil  admi- 
niltration,  ought  to  be  peculiarly  confcious  of  his  own  deficiencies.  In  this 
conflict,  of  emotions,  all  I  dare  aver,  is,  that  it  has  been  my  faithful  ftudy  to 
collecb  my  duty  from  a  juft  appreciation  of  every  circumftance  by  which  it 
might  be  affected.  All  I  dare  hope,  is,  that,  if  in  executing  this  talk,  I  have 
been  too  much  fwayed  by  a  grateful  remembrance  of  former  inftances,  or  by 
an  affectionate  fenfibility  to  this  tranfcendent  proof  of  the  confidence  of  my 
fellow  citizens,  and  have  thence  too  little  confulted  my  incapacity  as  well  as 
difinclination,  for  the  weighty  and  untried  cares  before  me  ;  my  error  will  be 
palliated  by  the  motives  which  milled  me,  and  its  confequences  be  judged  by  my 
country,  with  fome  Ihare  of  the  partiality  in  which  they  originated. 

Such  being  the  impreflions  under  which  I  have,  in  obedience  to  the  public 
fummons,  repaired  to  the  prefent  ftation  ;  it  would  be  peculiarly  improper  to 
omit,  in  this  firft  official  aft,  my  fervent  fupplications  to  that  Almighty  Being 
who  rules  over  the  univerfe — who  prefides  in  the  councils  of  nations — and  whofe 
providential  aids  can  fupply  every  human  defect — that  his  benediction  may  con- 
fecrate  to  the  liberties  and  happinefs  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  a  go- 
vernment inftituted  by  themfelves  for  thefe  effential  purpofes,  and  may  enable 
every  inftrument  employed  in  its  admini fixation,  to  execute  with  fuccefsthe  func- 
tionsallotted  to  his  charge.  In  tendering  this  homage  to  the  Great  Author  of  eve- 
ry public  and  private  good,  I  aifure  myfelf  that  it  expreffes  your  fentiments  not 
lefs  than  my  own  ;  nor  thofe  of  my  fellow  citizens  at  large,  lefs  than  either. 
No  people  can  be  bound  to  acknowledge  and  adore  the  invifible  hand,  which 
conducts  the  affairs  of  men,  more  than  the  people  of  the  United  States.  Every 
ftep  by  which  they  have  advanced  to  the  character  of  an  independent  nation, 
feems  to  have  been  diftinguifhed  by  fome  token  of  providential  agency.  And  in 
the  important  revolution  juft  accompliftied  in  theiyftem  of  their  united  govern- 
ment, the  tranquil  deliberations,  and  voluntary  confent  of  fo  many  diftipcl. 
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communities,  from  which  the  event  has  refulteci,  cannot  be  compared  with  the 
means  by  which  molt  governments  have  been  eflablifhed,  without  fome  return 
of  pious  gratitude,  along  with  a-humble  anticipationof  the  future  blefllngs  which 
the  pafl  feem  to  prefage.  Thefe  reflections  arifmg  out  of  the  prefent  crifis, 
have  forced  themfelves  too  ftrongly  on  my  mind  to  be  fupprefled.  You  will 
join  with  me,  I  truft,  in  thinking  that  there  are  none  under  the  influence  of 
which  the  proceedings  of  a  new  and  free  government  can  more  aufpicioufly 
commence. 

By  the  article  eftablifhing  the  executive  department,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  Prefident,  "  to  recommend  to  your  consideration  fuch  meafures  as  he  fliall 
judge  neceflary  and  expedient."  The  circumftances  under  which  I  now  meet 
you,  will  acquit  me  from  entering  into  that  fubject,  further  than  to  refer  to 
the  great  constitutional  charter  under  which  you  are  affembled,  and  which, 
in  defining  your  powers,  defignates  the  objects  to  which  your  attention  is  to 
be  given.  It  will  be  more  confiftent  with  thofe  circumftances,  and  far  more 
congenial  with  the  feelings  which  actuate  me,  to  fubftitute,  in  place  of  a  re- 
commendation of  particular  meafures,  the  tribute  that  is  due  to  the  talents, 
the  rectitude  and  the  patriotifm  which  adorn  the  characters  felected  to  devife 
and  adopt  them.  In  thefe  honorable  qualifications,  I  behold  the  fureft  pledges, 
that  as  on  one  fide  no  local  prejudices  or  attachments — no  feparate  views,  nor 
party  animofities,  will  mifdirett  the  comprehenfive  and  equal  eye  which  ought 
to  watch  over  this  great  affemblage  of  communities  and  interefts ;  fo-on  another, 
that  the  foundations  of  out  national  policy  will  be  laid  in  the  pure  and  immuta- 
ble principles  of  private  morality  ;  and  the  pre-eminence  of  free  government, 
be  exemplified  bv  all  the  attributes  which  can  win  the  affections  of  its  citizens, 
and  command  the  refpecl;  of  the  world.  I  dwell  on  this  profpect  with  every 
fatisfaction  which  an  ardent  love  for  my  country  can  infpire.  Since  there  is  no 
truth  more  thoroughly  eflablifhed,  than  that  there  exifts  in  the  economy  and 
courfe  of  nature,  an  indiflbluble  union  between  virtue  and  happhiefs  ;  between 
duty  and  advantage  ;  between  the  genuine  maxims  of  an  honeil  and  magnani- 
mous policy,  and  the  folid  rewards  of  public  profperity  and  felicity.  Since 
we  ought  to  be  no  lefs  perfnaded  that  the  propitious  fmiles  of  Heaven  can  never 
be  expected  on  a  nation  that  difregards  the  eternal  rules  of  order  and  right  which 
Heaven  itfelf  has  ordained.  And[  fince  the  prefervation  of  the  facred  fire  of 
liberty,  and  the  deftiny  of  the  republican  model  of  government,  are  juftly  con- 
fidered  as  deeply,  perhaps  as  finally,  flaked  on  the  experiment  entrufled  to  the 
hands  of  the  American  people. 

Befides  the  ordinary  objects  fubmittedto  your  care,  it  will  remain  with  your 
judgment  to  decide,  how  far  an  exercife  of  the  occafional  power  delegated  by 
the  fifth  article  of  the  Conftitution,  is  rendered  expedient  at  the  prefent  junc- 
ture by  the  nature  of  objections  which  have  been  urged  againft  the  fyftem,  or 
by  the  degree  of  inquietude  which  has  given  birth  to  them.  Inftead  of  under- 
taking particular  recommendations  on  this  fubject,  in  which  I  could  be  guid- 
ed by  no  lights  derived  from  official  opportunities,  I  fliall  again  give  way  to 
my  entire  confidence  in  your  difcernment  and  purfuit  of  the  public  good. 
For  I  alfure  myfelf  that  whilft  you  carefully  avoid  every  alteration  which  might 
endanger  the  benefits  of  an  united  and  effective  government,  or  which  ought 
to  await  the  future  leffons  of  experience  ;  a  reverence  for  the  characteriftic  rights 
of  freemen,  and  a  regard  for  the  public  harmony,  will  fufficiently  influence 
your  deliberations  on  the  queflion,  how  far  the  former  can  be  more  impregna- 
bly  fortified,  or  the  latter  be  fafely  and  advantageoufly  promoted. 

To  the  preceding  obfervations  I  have  one  to  add,  which  will  be  mofl  properly 
addrefled  to  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives.     It  concerns  myfelf,  and  will  there- 
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fore  be  as  brief  as  poffible.  When  I  was  firft  honored  with  a  call  into  the 
fervice  of  my  country,  then  on  the  eve  of  an  arduous  druggie  for  its  liberties, 
the  light  in  which  I  contemplated  my  duty,  required  that  I  mould  renounce 
every  pecuniary  compenfation.  From  this  refolulion  I  have  in  no  inftance 
departed.  And  being  ftill  under  the  impreffions  which  produced  it,  I  muft 
decline  as  inapplicable  to  myfelf,  any  mare  in  the  perfonal  emoluments,  which 
may  be  indifpenfibly  included  in  a  permanent  provifion  for  the  executive  de- 
partment ;  and  muft  accordingly  pray,  that  the  pecuniary  eftimates  for  the 
ftation  in  which  I  am  placed,  may,  during  my  continuance  in  it,  be  limited  to 
fuch  afliual  expenditures  as  the  public  good  may  be  thought  to  require. 

Having  thus  imparted  to  you  my  fentiments,  as  they  have  been  awakened 
by  the  occafion  which  brings  us  together,  I  fhall  take  my  prefent  leave ;  but 
not  without  reforting  once  more  to  the  benign  Parent  of  the  human  race,  in 
humble  fupplication,  that  fince  he  has  been  pleafed  td  favor  the  American  peo- 
ple with  opportunities  for  deliberating  in  perfect  tranquility,  and  difpofitions 
for  deciding  with  unparalleled  unanimity  on  a  form  of  government,  for  the 
fecurity  of  their  union,  and  the  advancement  of  their  happinefs  ;  fo  his  divine 
bleffing  may  be  equally  confpicuous  in  the  enlarged  views,  the  temperate  con- 
futations, and  the  wife  meafures  on  which  the  fuccefs  of  this  government  muft 
depend. 

GEORGE     WASHINGTON. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  faid  fpeech  be  committed  to  the  confideration  of  a 
committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  immediately. 

The  Houfe  accordingly  refolved  itfelf  into  the  faid  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  renamed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported  that  the  committee 
had,  according  to  order,  had  the  faid  fpeech  under  confideration,  and  had  come 
to  a  refolution  thereupon,  which  he  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's  table,  where 
the  fame  was  twice  read  ;  and,  on  a  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the 
Houfe,  as  followeth  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  an  addrefs  to  the 
Prefident  ought  to  be  prepared,  expreffing  the  congratulations  of  the  Houfe  of 
Reprefentatives,  on  the  diftinguifhed  proof  given  him  of  the  affection  and  con- 
fidence of  his  fellow  citizens,  by  the  unanimous  fuffrage  which  has  appointed 
him  to  the  high  ftation  which  he  fills  ;  the  approbation  felt  by  the  Houfe  of 
the  patriotic  fentiments  and  enlightened  policy  recommended  by  his  fpeech  j 
and  affuring  him  of  their  difpofition  to  concur  in  giving  effect  to  every  mea- 
fure  which  may  tend  to  fecure  the  liberties,  promote  the  harmony,  and  advance 
the  happinefs  and  profperity  of  their  country. 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  to  confift  of  five  members  be  appointed  to 
prepare  an  addrefs  purfuant  to  the  faid  refolution. 

The  members  eleded,  Mr.  Maddifon,  Mr.  Clymer,  Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  Gale, 
and  Mr.  Benfon. 

Another  member,  to  wit,  Samuel  Livermore,  from  New-Hamplhire,  ap- 
peared and  took  his  feat. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  Houfe  do  come  to  the  following  refolution  : 

Resolved,  That  per  annum  be  the  compenfation  to  be 

allowed  to  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  during  the  time  for  which  he  is 
elected. 

And  the  faid  motion  being  read  at  the  clerk's  table,  was  ordered  to  be  com- 
mitted to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 
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The  Houfe  then,  according  to  the  order  of  the  day,  proceeded  by  ballot  to 
the  appointment  of  a  Chaplain  to  Congrefs  on  the  part  of  this  Houfe  ;  and  upon 
examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  whole  Houfe  was  found 
in  favor  of  the  Reverend  William  Linn. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Houfe  do  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  eleven  o'clock, 

Monday,  May   4. 

A  petition  of  the  fhipwrights  of  the  town  of  Baltimore,  in  the  ftate  of  Ma- 
ryland, was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read,  praying  the  attention  of  Con- 
grefs to  the  increafe  of  American  (hipping  and  tonnage,  and  the  eftablifhing  a 
proper  navigation  a£V.  or  a&s  for  that  purpofe. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole 
Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union. 

A  petition  of  Alexander  Lewis,  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  was  prefented 
to  the  Houfe,  and  read,  fetting  forth  that  he  had  difcovered  and  conftrufted  an 
eafy  and  expeditious  method  of  impelling  boats  of  twenty-five  tons  burthen  and 
under,  through  the  water,  againft  any  current  or  ftream  however  rapid  ;  as 
alfo  an  eafy  method  of  raifing  a  fufficient  quantity  of  water  twenty  feet  in  heighth, 
to  turn  any  mill ;  and  praying  that  an  aft  may  pafs  to  fecure  to  him,  his  heirs, 
&c.  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years,  an  exclufive  right  of  conftru&ing  boats 
upon  his  model,  in  the  United  States. 

Alfo  a  petition  of  Andrew  Newel,  and  Seth  Clark,  of  the  ftate  of  Maffachu- 
fetts,  praying  that  the  proper  officer  may  be  authorifedto  receive  and  examine 
their  accounts  as  afliftant  commifTaries  of  iffues,  the  lapfe  of  time  limited  for 
that  purpofe  by  the  late  Congrefs  notwithftanding. 

Alfo  a  petition  of  Sarah  Parker,  of  the  ftate  of  Maffachufetts,  praying  that 
fome  relief  may  be  granted  for  the  fupport  of  herfelf  and  a  large  family  of  chil- 
dren, being  the  widow  and  orphans  of  lieutenent  colonel  Mofes  Parker,  who  was 
wounded  and  made  prifoner  by  the  Britifh  troops  in  the  battle  of  Charleftown, 
on  the  1 7th  of  June  1775,  and  was  afterwards  confined  in  the  gaol  in  Bofton, 
and  there  died  of  his  wounds  in  the  month  of  July  following. 

Alfo  a  petition  of  Martha  Walker,  of  Bofton,  in  the  ftate  of  Maffachufetts, 
praying  that  fome  relief  may  be  granted  her,  as  the  diftreffed  widow  of  Thomas 
Walker,  Efquire,  late  of  Bofton,  who  at  the  commencement  of  the  late  revo- 
lution, abandoned  a  very  confiderable  property  in  the  province  of  Quebec,  and 
attached  himfelf  to  the  interefts  and  fortunes  of  the  United  States. 

Or.dered,  That  the  faid  petitions  do  feverally  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Houfe  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  refolutions  reported  from  the 
committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union,  the  twenty-firft  ultimo, 
and  made  fome  progrefs  therein. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Tuesday,  May  5. 

Mr.  Benfon,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  confider  of  and  report  what 
ftyle  or  titles  it  will  be  proper  to  annex  to  the  office  of  Prefident  and  Vice- 
Prefident  of  the  United  States,  if  any  other  than  thofe  given  in  the  Conftitution, 
and  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate  appointed  for  the  fame  purpofe, 
reported  as  followeth  : 

That  it  is  not  proper  to  annex  any  ftyle  or  title  to  the  refpe&ive  ftyles  or  titles 
of  office  expreffed  in  the  Conftitution. 

And  the  faid  report  being  twice  read  at  the  clerk's  table,  was,  on  the  queftion 
put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 
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Ordered,  That  the  clerk  of  this  Houfe  do  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

Mr.  Madifon  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  addrefs  on  the  part 
•of  this  Houfe  to  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  in  anfwer  to  his  fpeech  to 
both  Houfes  of  Congrefs,  reported  as  followeth : 

The  ADDRESS  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  GEORGE 
WASHINGTON,  President  of  the  United  States. 
Sir, 

THE  Reprefentatives  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  prefent  their  congra- 
tulations on  the  event  by  which  your  fellow  citizens  have  attefted  the  pre-emi- 
nence of  your  merit.  You  have  long  held  the  firfl:  place  in  their  efteem.  You 
have  often  received  tokens  of  their  affection.  You  now  polfefs  the  only  proof 
that  remained  of  their  gratitude  for  your  fervices,  of  their  reverence  for  your 
wifdom,  and  of  their  confidence  in  your  virtues.  You  enjoy  the  highefl,  be- 
caufe  the  trued  honor,  of  being  the  Firfl  Magiflrate,  by  the  unanimous  choice 
of  the  freeft  people  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

We  well  know  the  anxieties  with  which  you  muft  have  obeyed  a  fummons 
from  the  repofe  referved  for  your  declining  years,  into  public  fcenes,  of  which 
you  had  taken  your  leave  for  ever.  But  the  obedience  was  due  to  the  occafion. 
It  is  already  applauded  by  the  univerfal  joy  which  welcomes  you  to  your  ftation. 
And  we  cannot  doubt  that  it  will  be  rewarded  with  all  the  fatisfaction  with 
which  an  ardent  love  for  your  fellow  citizens  muft  review  fuccefsful  efforts  to 
promote  their  happinefs. 

This  anticipation  is  not  juftified  merely  by  the  paft  experience  of  your  fig- 
nal  fervices.  It  is  particularly  fuggefled  by  the  pious  impreflions  under  which 
you  commence  your  adminiftration,  and  the  enlightened  maxims  by  which  you 
mean  to  conducl  it.  We  feel  with  you  the  ftrongefl  obligations  to  adore  the 
invifible  hand  which  has  led  the  American  people  through  fo  many  difficulties, 
to  cherifh  a  confcious  refponfibility  for  the  deftiny  of  republican  liberty  ;  and 
to  feek  the  only  fure  means  of  preferving  and  recommending  the  precious  de- 
pout  in  a  fyftem  of  legiflation  founded  on  the  principles  of  an  honeft  policy, 
and  directed  by  the  fpirit  of  a  diffufive  patriotifm. 

The  queflion  arifing  out  of  the  fifth  article  of  the  Conflitution  will  receive  all 
the  attention  demanded  by  its  importance ;  and  will,  we  truft,  be  decided, 
under  the  influence  of  all  the  confiderations  to  which  you  allude. 

In  forming  the  pecuniary  provifions  for  the  executive  department,  we  mail 
not  loofe  fight  of  a  wifh  refulting  from  motives  which  give  it  a  peculiar  claim  to 
our  regard.  Your  refolution,  in  a  moment  critical  to  the  liberties  of  your 
country,  to  renounce  all  perfonal  emolument,  was  among  the  many  prefages 
of  your  patriotic  fervices,  which  have  been  amply  fulfilled  ;  and  your  fcrupu- 
lous  adherence  now  to  the  law  then  impofed  on  yourfelf,  cannot  fail  to  demon- 
ffrate  the  purity,  whilft  it  increafes  the  luftre  of  a  character  which  has  fo 
many  titles  to  admiration. 

Such  are  the  fentiments  which  we  have  thought  fit  to  addrefs  to  you.  They 
flow  from  our  own  hearts,  and  we  verily  believe  that  among  the  millions  we 
reprefent,  there  is  not  a  virtuous  citizen  whofe  heart  will  difown  them. 

All  that  remains  is,  that  we  join  in  our  fervent  fupplication  for  the  bleffings 
of  Heaven  on  our  country  ;  and  that  we  add  our  own  for  the  choiceft  of  thefe 
bleffings  on  the  mofl  beloved  of  her  citizens. 

And  the  faid  addrefs  being  twice  read,  at  the  clerk's  table,  was  ordered  to 
be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  immediately. 
The  Houfe  accordingly  refolved  itfelf  into  the  faid  committee. 
Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 
Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 
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Mr.  Speaker  relumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported,  that  the  com- 
mittee had,  according  to  order,  had  the  faid  addrefs  under  confideration,  and 
made  no  amendment  thereto. 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  this  Houfe  doth  agree  to  the  faid  addrefs, 
and  that  the  Speaker,  attended  by  the  members  of  this  Houfe,  do  prefent  the 
laid  addrefs  to  the  Prefident. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Sinnickfon,  Mr.  Coles,  and  Mr.  Smith,  of  South- 
Carolina,  be  a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Prefident,  to  knowwhen  it  will  be 
conv  enient  for  him  to  receive  the  fame. 

Mr.  Clymer,  from  the  committee  appointed,  prefented  according  to  order, 
a  bill  for  laying  a  duty  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandizes,  imported  into  the 
United  States,  and  the  fame  was  received  and  read  the  firft  time. 

Mr.  Bland,  one  of  the  Reprefentatives  from  Virginia,  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
an  application  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  legiflature  of  the  commonwealth 
of  Virginia,  addreffed  to  theCongrefs  of  the  United  States,  which  was  read: 
"Whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  application  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  carefully 
preferved  by  the  clerk  of  this  Houfe,  among  the  files  in  his  office. 

The  faid  application  is  as  followeth  : 

VIRGINIA,     to  wit: 

In  General  Assembly,  November  14,  1788. 
RESOLVED,  That  an  application  be  made  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 

the  Legiflature  of  this  Commonwealth  to  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States,  in 

the  words  following,  to  wit : 

"  The  good  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  Convention  aflembled,  hav- 
ing ratified  the  Constitution  fubmitted  to  their  confideration,  this  Legiflature 
has,  in  conformity  to  that  aft,  and  the  refolutions  of  the  United  States  in 
Congrefs  affembled,to  them  tranfmitted,thought  proper  to  make  the  arrange- 
ments that  were  neceffary  for  carrying  it  into  effect.  Having  thus  fhown 
themfelves  obedient  to  the  voice  of  their  confhituents,  all  America  will  find 
that  fo  far  as  it  depended  on  them,  that  plan  of  government  will  be  carried 
into  immediate  operation. 

"  But  the  fenfe  of  the  people  of  Virginia  would  be  but  in  part  complied  with, 
and  but  little  regarded,  if  we  went  no  farther.  In  the  very  moment  of 
adoption,  and  coeval  with  the  ratification  of  the  new  plan  of  government, 
the  general  voice  of  the  Convention  of  this  State  pointed  to  objefts  no  lefs 
interefting  to  the  people  we  reprefent,  and  equally  entitled  to  our  attention. 
At  the  fame  time  that,  from  motives  of  affeftion  to  our  fifter  States,  the 
Convention  yielded  their  affent  to  the  ratification,  they  gave  the  mofl  une- 
quivocal proofs,  that  they  dreaded  its  operation  under  the  prefent  form. 
"  In  acceding  to  the  government  under  this  impreffion,  painful  mufl  have 
been  the  profpeft,  had  they  not  derived  confolation  from  a  full  expeftation 
of  its  imperfeftions  being  fpeedily  amended.  In  this  refource,  therefore, 
they  placed  their  confidence,  a  confidence  that  will  continue  to  fupport 
them,  whilfl  they  have  reafon  to  believe  that  they  have  not  calculated  upon 
it  in  vain. 

"  In  making  known  to  you  the  objeftions  of  the  people  of  this  common- 
wealth to  the  new  plan  of  government,  we  deem  it  unneceffary  to  enter  into 
a  particular  detail  of  its  defefts,  which  they  confider  as  involving  all  the 
great  and  unalienable  rights  of  freemen.  For  their  fenfe  on  this  fubjeft, 
we  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  proceedings  of  their,  late  Convention,  and 
the  fenfe  of  the  Houfe  of  Delegates  as  exprefied  in  their  refolutions  of  the 
thirtieth  day  of  Oftober,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 
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"  We  think  proper  however,  to  declare,  that  in  our  opinion,  as  thofe 
"  objections  were  not  founded  in  fpeculative  theory,  but  deduced  from  princi- 
"  pies  which  have  been  eftablifhed  by  the  melancholy  example  of  other  nations 
"  in  different  ages  ;  fo  they  will  never  be  removed,  until  the  caufe  itfelf  fhall 
"  ceafe  to  exift.  The  fooner  therefore  the  public  apprehenfions  are  quieted, 
"  and  the  government  is  poffeffed  of  the  confidence  of  the  people,  the  more 
"  falutary  will  be  its  operations,  and  the  longer  its  duration. 

"  The  caufe  of  amendments  we  confider  as  a  common  caufe,  and  fince  con- 
"  ceffions  have  been  made  from  political  motives,  which,  we  conceive,  may 
"  endanger  the  republic,  we  truft,  that  a  commendable  zeal  will  be  mown 
"  for  obtaining  thofe  provifions,  which,  experience  has  taught  us,  are  necef- 
"  fary  to  fecure  from  danger  the  unalienable  rights  of  human  nature. 

"  The  anxiety  with  which  our  countrymen  prefs  for  the  accomplifhment  of 
"  this  important  end,  will  ill  admit  of  delay.  The  flow  forms  of  congreflional 
"  difcuffion  and  recommendation,  if,  indeed,  they  fhould  ever  agree  to  any 
"  change,  would,  we  fear,  be  lefs  certain  of  fuccefs.  Happily  for  their  wifhes, 
"  the  Conflitution  hath  prefented  an  alternative,  by  admitting  the  fubmiflion. 
"  to  a  convention  of  the  States.  To  this  therefore  we  refort,  as  the  fource  from 
"  whence  they  are  to  derive  relief  from  their  prefent  apprehenfions. 

"  We  do  therefore,  in  behalf  of  our  conftituents,  in  the  mofl  earneft  and 

folemn  manner,  make  this  application  to  Congrefs,  that  a  convention  be  im- 
"  mediately  called  of  deputies  from  the  feveral  ftates,  with  full  power  to  take 
"  into  their  confideration  the  defects  of  this  Conflitution  that  have  been  fug- 
"  gefted  by  the  ftate  Conventions,  and  report  fuch  amendments  thereto,  as 
"  they  fhall  find  beft  fuited  to  promote  our  common  interefls,  and  fecure  to 
"  ourfelves  and  our  latefl  poflerity,  the  great  and  unalienable  rights  of  man- 
"  kind."

A  meffage  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Otis  their  Secretary.

Wednesday,  May  6. 

Another  member,  to  wit,  John  Vining,  from  Delaware,  appeared  and  took 
his  feat. 

A  bill  for  laying  a  duty  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandizes,  imported  into 
the  United  States,  was  read  the  fecond  time,  and  ordered  to  be  committed  to 
a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  to-morrow. 

A  petition  of  Arthur  Greer,  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  was  prefented  to 
the  Houfe  and  read,  fetting  forth  that  he  has  invented  a  machine  which  he 
conceives  has  reduced  to  a  certainty  the  difcovery  of  the  true  longitude  or  de- 
parture from  any  given  meridian  north  of  the  equator ;  and  praying  that  an 
exclufive  patent  for  his  difcovery  may  be  granted  him  for  the  fpace  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  do  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  confider  the  amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the  bill, 
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entitled,  "  An  aft  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  adminiftering  certain 
oaths,"  and  the  fame  being  twice  read  at  the  clerk's  table,  were  amended,  and 
agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  of  this  Houfe  do  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith, 
and  defire  their  concurrence  to  the  amendment  to  their  amendments. 

Mr.  Lawrance,  one  of  the  Reprefentatives  from  New- York,  prefented  to  the 
Houfe  an  application,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  legiflature  of  that  State, 
addreffed  to  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States,  which  was  read:  Whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  application  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  care- 
fully preferved  by  the  clerk  of  this  Houfe,  among  the  files  in  his  office. 

The  faid  application  is  as  followeth  : 

STATE     oj     NEW-YORK. 

In  Assembly,  February  5,  1789. 

RESOLVED,  If  the  honorable  the  Senate  concur  therein,  that  an  applica- 
tion be  made  to  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  Legiflature  of  this  State,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

The  people  of  the  (late  of  New- York  having  ratified  the  Conftitution  agreed 
to  on  the  feventeenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  eighty-feven,  by  the  Convention  then  affembled  at  Philadel- 
phia, in  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  as  explained  by  the  faid  ratification,  in  the 
fulleft  confidence  of  obtaining  a  revifion  of  the  faid  Conftitution  by  a  general 
Convention ;  and  in  confidence,  that  certain  powers  in  and  by  the  faid  Con- 
ftitution granted,  would  not  be  exercifed,  until  a  Convention  fhould  have  been 
called  and  convened  for  propofing  amendments  to  the  faid  Conftitution.  In 
compliance  therefore  with  the  unanimous  fenfe  of  the  Convention  of  this 
State,  who  all  united  in  opinion,  that  fuch  a  revifion  was  neceffary  to  recom- 
mend the  faid  Conftitution  to  the  approbation  and  fupport  of  a  numerous  body 
of  their  conftituents ;  and  a  majority  of  the  members  of  which  conceived  feve- 
ral  articles  of  the  Conftitution  fo  exceptionable,  that  nothing  but  fuch  confi- 
dence, and  an  invincible  reluftance  to  feparate  from  our  filter  States,  could 
have  prevailed  upon  a  fufficient  number  to  aflent  to  it,  without  ftipulating  for 
previous  amendments  :  And  from  a  conviction  that  the  apprehenfions  and  dif- 
contents  which  thofe  articles  occafion,  cannot  be  removed  or  allayed,  unlefs  an 
a£t  to  revile  the  faid  Conftitution,  be  among  the  firft  that  fhall  be  palled  by 
the  new  Congrefs,  We,  the  Legiflature  of  the  ftate  of  New-York,  do  in  behalf 
of  our  conftituents,  in  the  moft  earneft  and  folemn  manner,  make  this  applica- 
tion to  the  Congrefs,  that  a  Convention  of  Deputies  from  the  feveral  States 
be  called  as  early  as  poffible,  with  full  powers  to  take  the  faid  Conftitution 
into  their  confederation,  and  to  propofe  fuch  amendments  thereto,  as  they  fhall 
find  bell  calculated  to  promote  our  common  interefts,  and  fecure  to  ourfelves 
and  our  lateft  pofterity,  the  great  and  unalienable  rights  of  mankind.

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Arthur  Greer,  which  lay  on  the  table,  be 

referred  to  Mr.  Huntington,  Mr.  Cadwalader,  and  Mr.  Contee,  that  they  do 

examine  the  matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame  with  their  opinion  thereupon 

to  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  refolutions  reported  from  the 
committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  Union,  the  twenty-firfl  ultimo, 
and  the  lafl  refolution  being  amended  to  read  as  followeth  : 

Resolved,  That  there  ought  to  be  levied  on  all  veffels  entered  or  cleared 
in  the  United  States,  the  duties  following,  to  wit : 

On  all  veffels  built  within  the  United  States,  and  belonging  wholly  to  citizens 
thereof,  at  the  rate  of  fix  cents  per  ton. 

On  all  veffels  not  built  within  the  United  States,  but  now  belonging  wholly 
to  citizens  thereof,  at  the  rate  of  fix  cents  per  ton. 

On  all  veffels  belonging  wholly  to  the  fubje&s  of  powers  with  whom  the 
United  States  have  formed  treaties ;  or  partly  to  the  fubje&s  of  fuch  powers,, 
and  partly  to  citizens  of  the  faid  States,  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  ton. 

On  all  veffels  belonging  wholly  or  in  part  to  fubjefts  of  other  powers,  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  ton. 

Provided,  That  no  veffel  built  within  the  United  States,  and  belonging  to 
a  citizen  or  citizens  thereof,  whilft  employed  in  the  coafting  trade,  or  in  the 
fifheries,  fhall  pay  tonnage  more  than  once  in  any  one  year  ;  nor  fhall  any  fhip 
or  veffel  built  within  the  United  States,  pay  tonnage  on  her  firft  voyage. 

Provided  also,  That  no  veffel  be  employed  in  the  tranfportation  of  the 
produce  or  manufactures  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  coaftwife,  ex- 
cept fuch  veffels  fhall  be  built  within  the  United  States,  and  the  property  of  a 
citizen  or  citizens  thereof. 

The  fame  was,  on  the  queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 
Ordered,  That  a  bill  or  bills  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  faid  refolution, 
and  that  Mr.  Wadfworth,  Mr.  Heifter,  and  Mr.  Seney,  do  prepare  and  bring 
in  the  fame.

mittee,  agreeable  to  the  propofition  this  day  communicated  in  a  menage  from 
this  Houfe  :  And  then'he  withdrew. 

The  order  of  the  day  for  the  Houfe  torefolve  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  on  the  bill  for  laying  a  duty  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandizes, 
imported  into  the  United  States,  was  read,  and  poftponed  until  to-morrow.

I  feel  that  my  paft  endeavors  in  the  fervice  of  my  country, 
are  far  overpaid  by  its  goodnefs  ;  and  I  fear  much  that  my  future  ones  may 
not  fulfil  your  kind  anticipation.  All  that  I  can  promife  is,  that  they  will  be 
invariably  directed  by  an  honeft  and  an  ardent  zeal — Of  this  refource  my  heart 
affures  me.  For  all  beyond,  I  rely  on  thewifdomand  patriotifm  of  thofewith 
whom  I  am  to  co-operate,  and  a  continuance  of  the  bleilings  of  Heaven  on  our 
beloved  country. 

The  Speaker  and  members  being  returned  into  the  Houfe  : 

Mr.  Gerry,  from  the  committee  appointed,  prefented,  according  to  order, 
a  bill  for  collecting  duties  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandizes  imported  into 
the  United  States  ;  and  the  fame  was  received  and  read  the  nrit  time. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  of  this  Houfe  do  procure  one  hundred  copies  of 
the  faid  bill  to  be  printed  for  the  ufe  of  the  members  of  this  Houfe. 

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  appointed  on  the  twenty-ninth  ultimo,  to 
report  an  eftimate  of  the  fupplies  requifite  for  the  prefent  year,  and  of  the  nett 
produce  of  the  import.,  as  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  be  authorifed  and  inftructed 
to  collect  early  and  authentic  ftatements  of  the  particular  articles  of  foreign 
produce  and  manufactures  annually  imported  into,  and  of  all  the  articles  ex- 
ported from  thefeveral  States,  and  the  value  of  fuch  imports  and  exports  ;  alfo 
the  number  of  veffels,  both  foreign  and  domeftic,  entered  and  cleared  during 
that  time,  fpecifying  their  tonnage,  and  the  nations  to  which  they  refpedtively 
belong,  fpecifying  alfo  the  exact  numbers  of  each  particular  defcription  of  vef- 
fels of  each  nation,  and  the  amount  of  tonnage  of  each  particular  veffel. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  on  Tuefday  next,  proceed  by  ballot  to  the 
appointment  of  a  ferjeant  at  arms. 

The  Houfe,  according  to  the  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  Houfe,  on  the  bill  for  laying  a  duty  on  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandizes,  imported  into  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported  that  the  committee 
had,  according  to  order,  had  the  faid  bill  under  confideration,  and  made  fome 
progrefs  therein. 

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  to-morrow,  again  refolve  itfelf  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  faid  bill. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 
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Saturday,  May  9. 

Another  member,  to  wit,  Jeremiah  Van  Renffelaer,  from  New-York,  ap- 
peared  and  took  his  feat. 

A  bill  for  collecting  duties  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandizes,  imported 
into  the  United  States,  was  read  the  fecond  time,  and  ordered  to  be  committed 
to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  Monday  next. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Boudinot  have  leave  to  be  abfentfrom  thefervice  of 
this  Houfe  until  Monday  fe'nnight. 

A  meiTage  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Otis,  their  Secretary. 

Mr.  Speaker — I  am  directed  by  the  Senate  to  communicate  to  this  Houfe, 
the  following  order  :

Mr.  Speaker— The  Senate  have  difagreed  to  the  report  of  a  committee  ap- 
pointed to  determine  what  ftyle  or  titles  it  will  be  proper  to  annex  to  the  office 
of  Prefident  and  Vice-Prefident  of  the  United  States,  if  any  other  than  thofe 
given  in  the  Conftitution  ;  and  have  appointed  a  committee  to  confider  and  re- 
port under  what  title  it  will  be  proper  for  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  in 
future  to  be  addreffed,  and  to  confer  thereon  with  fuch  committee  as  this 
Houfe  may  appoint  for  that  purpofe.  The  Senate  have  alfo  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  view  and  report  how  the  rooms  in  the  city-hall  fhall  be  appropriated, 
and  to  confer  with  any  committee  this  Houfe  may  appoint  for  that  purpofe  : 
And  then  he  withdrew. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Monday,  May   ii. 

On  motion, 

That  the  Houfe  do  agree  to  the  following  refolution ; 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  having,  on  Tuefday  laft,  adopted  the  report 
of  their  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  ftating 
"  that  it  is  not  proper  to  annex  any  ftyle  or  title  to  the  refpe&ive  ftyles  or  titles

-the  Senate  may  appoint  to  confer  on  the  difagreeing  votes  of  the  two  Houfes 
upon  the  report  of  their  joint  committee  appointed  to  confider  what  titles  fhall 
be  given  to  the  Prefident  and  Vice-Preiident  of  the  United  States,  if  any  other 
"than  thofe  given  in  the  Conftitution.  The  members  elected,  Mr.  Madifon, 
Mr.  Trumbull,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Benfon,  and  Mr.  Sherman. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  confer  with  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Senate,  to  view  and  report  in  what  manner  the  rooms  in  the 
city-hall  fhall  be  appropriated. 

The  members  appointed,  Mr.  "White,  Mr.  Scott,  and  Mr.  Sturges. 

The  Houfe,  according  to  the  order  of  the  day,  refolved  itfelf  into  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  Houfe  on  the  bill  for  laying  a  duty  on  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandizes, imported  into  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Page  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Page  reported  that  the  committee 
had,  according  to  order,  again  had  the  faid  bill  under  confideralion,  and  made 
a  farther  progrefs  therein. 

Resolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  to-morrow,  again  refolve  itfelf  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  Houfe,  on  the  faid  bill.

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Houfe  the  petition  of  Jedidiah  Morfe,  ftating 
that  he  has,  at  great  labor,  expence  and  rifque  compiled  and  publifhed  a  geo- 
graphical and  hiftorical  treatife  of  the  United  States,  entitled,  "  The  American 
Geography,  or  a  View  of  the  prefent  Situation  of  the  United  States  of  America," 
embellifhed  and  illuftrated  with  two  original  maps,  and  praying  that  an  exclu- 
five  right  may  be  fecured  to  him,  of  publifhing  the  fame  for  a  limited  time. 

Alfo  a  petition  of  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  the  ftate  of  New-Jerfey,  whofe 
names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  in  oppofition  to  a  petition  of  fundry  other  citi- 
zens of  the  faid  ftate,complaining  of  the  illegality  of  the  election  of  Reprefent- 
atives  from  that  State,  returned  to  ferve  in  this  Houfe. 

Mr.  Clymer,  from  the  committee  of  elections,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to 
take  proofs  of  the  facts  ftated  in  the  petition  of  David  Ramfay,  fuggefting, 
that  William  Smith,  elected  a  member  of  this  Houfe,  within  the  ftate  of  South- 
Carolina,  was,  at  the  time  when  he  was  elected,  ineligible,  by  reafon  that  he 
had  not  been  feven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  reported  as  followeth  : 

That  Mr.  Smith  appeared  before  them,  and  admitted  that  he  had  fubfcribed, 
and  had  caufed  to  be  printed  in  the  ftate  gazette  of  South-Carolina,  of  the 
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twenty-fourth  of  November  laft,  the  publication  which  accompanies  this  re- 
port, and  to  which  the  petitioner  doth  refer  as  proof  of  the  fafts  Mated  in  his 
petition — That  Mr.  Smith  alfo  admitted,  that  his  father  departed  this  life  in  the 
year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy,  about  five  months  after  he  fent 
him  to  Great-Britain — That  his  mother  departed  this  life  about  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty,  and  that  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the 
fupreme  court  in  South-Carolina  in  the  month  of  January,  one  thoufand  fe- 
ven hundred  and  eighty-four* 

The  committee  alfo  report  the  following  counter  proofs,  produced  by  Mr. 
Smith,  viz.  Printed  copies  of  the  following  afts  of  the  legiflature  offheftate  of 
South-Carolina,  viz.  An  aft,  entitled,  "  An  aft  to  oblige  every  free  male  in- 
"  habitant  of  this  State,  above  a  certain  age,  to  give  affurance  of  fidelity  and 
"  allegiance  to  the  fame,  and  for  other  purpofes  therein  mentioned,"  pafled  the 
twenty-eighth  of  March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy^eight.  An. 
aft,  entitled,  "  An  aft  difpofing  of  certain  eftates,  and  banifhing  certain. 
"  perfons  therein  mentioned,"  paffed  the  twenty-fixth  of  February,  one  thou- 
"  land  feven  hundred  and  eighty-two.  An  aft,  entitled,  "  An  aft  to  alter 
"  and  amend  an  aft,  entitled,  an  aft  for  difpofing  of  certain  eftates,  and  ba- 
"  nifhing  certain  perfons,  pafled  at  Jackfonburgh,  in  the  ftate  of  South-Caro- 
&  lina,  on  the  twenty-fixth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven 
"  hundred  and  eighty  two,"  pafled  in  March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
eighty-three.  An  aft,  entitled,  "  An  aft  to  confer  the  right  of  citizenfhip 
"  on  aliens,"  pafled  the  twenty-fixth  of  March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  eighty-four.  Alfo  an  ordinance  of  the  legiflature  of  thefaid  State,  entitled, 
**  An  ordinance  to  encourage  fubjefts  of  foreign  States  to  lend  money  at  inte- 
"  reft  on  real  eftates  within  this  State,"  pafled  the  twenty-fixth  of  March,  one 
"  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-four.  A  certified  copy  of  an  extraft  from

After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  mail  be  figned  in  the  refpe&ive

right  to  their  refpeftive  writings  and  difcoveries,  were  read,  and  poftponed 
until  to-morrow.

A  menage  in  writing  was  received  from  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States, 
by  General  Knox,  who  delivered  therewith  fundry  ftatements  and  papers  re- 
dating  to  the  fame.

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The  faid  meffage  was  then  read,  and  is  as  followeth  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Hoiife  of  Reprefentathes, 

THE  bufmefs  which  has  been  under  the  confideration  of  Congrefs,  has 
been  of  fo  much  importance,  that  I  was  unwilling  to  draw  their  attention  from 
it  to  any  other  fubject,  but  the  difputes.  which  exift  between  fome  of  the  United 
States,  and  feveral  powerful  tribes  of  Indians  within  the  limits  of  the  Union, 
and  the  hoftilities  which  have  in  feveral  inftances  been  committed  on  the  fron- 
tiers, feem  to  require  the  immediate  interpofition  of  the  General  Government. 

I  have  therefore  directed  the  feveral  ftatements  and  papers  which  have 
been  fubmitted  to  me  on  this  fubject  by  General  Knox,  to  be  laid  before  you 
for  your  information. 

While  the  meafures  of  government  ought  to  be  calculated  to  protect  its  citi- 
zens from  all  injury  and  violence,  a  due  regard  fhould  be  extended  to  thofe  In- 
dian tribes  whofe  happinefs,  in  the  courfe  of  events,  fo  materially  depends  on 
"the  national  juftice  and  humanity  of  the  United  States. 

If  it  fhould  be  the  judgment  of  Congrefs,  that  it  would  be  moft  expedient 
to  terminate  all  differences  in  the  fouthern  diftrict,  and  to  lay  the  foundation 
for  future  confidence,  by  an  amicable  treaty  with  the  Indian  tribes  in  that 
quarter,  I  think  proper  to  fuggefl  the  confideration  of  the  expediency  of  in- 
ftituting  a  temporary  commiffion  for  that  purpofe,  to  confift  of  three  perfons, 
whofe  authority  fhould  expire  with  the  occafion. 

How  far  fuch  a  meafure,  unaflifled  by  ports,  would  be  competent  to  the 
eflablifhment  and  prefervation  of  peace  and  tranquility  on  the  frontiers,  is  alfo 
a  matter  which  merits  your  ferious  confideration. 

Along  with  this  object,  I  am  induced  to  fuggefl  another,  with  the  national 
importance  and  neceffity  ofwhich  I  am  deeply  impreffed;  I  mean  fome  uniform 
and  effective  fyftem  for  the  militia  of  the  United  States.  It  is  unneceffary  to 
offer  arguments  in  recommendation  of  a  meafure,  on  which  the  honor,  fafety, 
and  well-being  of  our  country  fo  evidently,  and  fo  effentially  depend. 

But  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that  I  am  particularly  anxious  it  fhould 
receive  as  early  attention  as  circumflances  will  admit  j  becaufe  it  is  now  in 
our  power  to  avail  ourfelves  of  the  military  knowledge  diffeminated  through- 
out the  feveral  States,  by  means  of  the  many  well  initructed  officers  and  fol- 
diers  of  the  late  army,  a  refource  which  is  daily  diminifhing  by  deaths  and 
other  caufes. 

To  fuffer  this  peculiar  advantage  to  pafs  away  unimproved,  would  be  to 
neglect  an  opportunity  which  will  never  again  occur,  unlefs  unfortunately 
we  fhould  again  be  involved  in  a  long  and  arduous  war.

The  faid  meffage  was  then  read,  and  is  as  followeth  : 

'Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,     • 

I  HAVE  directed  a  ftatement  of  the  troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States  to  be  laid  before  you  for  your  information. 

Thefe  troops  were  raifed  by  virtue  of  the  refolves  of  Congrefs  of  the  twen- 
tieth of  October,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-fix,  and  the  third 
of  October,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-feven,  in  order  to  protect 
the  frontiers  from  the  depredations  of  the  hoftile  Indians  ;  to  prevent  all  in- 
trufions  on  the  public  lands;  and  to  facilitate  the  furveying  and  felling  of  the 
fame  for  the  purpofe  of  reducing  the  public  debt. 

As  thefe  important  objects  continue  to  require  the  aid  of  the  troops,  it  is 
heceffary  that  the  eftablifhment  thereof  fhould  in  all  refpects  be  conformed 
by  law  to  the  Conftitution  of  the  United  States.

Article  1.  feftion  8.  claufe  1.  At  the  end  add  thefe  words,  "  No  direft 
tax  fhall  be  laid,  unlefs  any  ftate  fhall  have  neglefted  to  furnifh  in  due  time  its 
proportion  of  a  previous  requisition,  in  which  cafe  Congrefs  may  proceed  to 
levy  by  direft  taxation,  within  any  ftate  fo  neglefting,  its  proportion  of  fuch 
requifition,  together  with  intereft  at  the  rate  of  fix  per  cent,  per  annum,  from 
the  time  it  ought  to  have  been  furnifhed,  and  the  charges  of  levying  the  fame." 
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Claufe  9.  Strike  out  the  words,  "  tribunals  inferior  to  the  fupreme  court," 
and  infert  the  words,  "  courts  of  admiralty." 

Claufe  17.  At  the  end  add  thefe  words,  "  Provided  that  the  Congrefs  Ihall 
not  have  authority  to  make  any  law  to  prevent  the  laws  of  the  ftates  respectively 
in  which  fuch  diihict  or  places  may  be,  from  extending  to  fuch  diftrict  or  places 
in  all  civil  and  criminal  matters,  in  which  any  perfon  without  the  limits  of 
fuch  diftrict  or  places,  Ihall  be  a  party  aggrieved." 

Strike  out  the  words, "  without  the  confent  of  the  Con- 
grefs;"  and  amend  to  read  thus,  "  fliall  accept  of  any  prefent  or  emolument, 
or  hold  any  office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince  or  fo- 
reign ftate  ;  Provided,  That  this  claufe  mail  not  be  conftrued  to  affect  the 
fights  of  thofe  perfons  (during  their  otvn  lives)  who  are  now  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  hold  foreign  titles." 

Amend  the  firft  fentence  to  read  thus,  '"  No  ftate 
fliall  lay  any  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  or  any  duty  of  tonnage,  except  fuch 
as  fliall  be  uniform  in  their  operation  on  all  foreign  nations,  and  confiftent 
with  the  exiftihg  treaties ;  and  alfo  uniform  in  their  operation  on  the  citizens 
6f  all  the  feveral  Mates  in  the  Union." 

Article  2.  feclion  1.  claufe  5.  At  the  end  add  thefe  words,  "  Nor  fliall 
any  perfon  be  capable  of  holding  the  office  of  Prefident  of  the  United  States, 
more  than  eight  years  in  any  term  of  twelve  years."

That  the  elections  for  members  of  this  Houfe  held  within  that  ftate,  in 
confequence  of  an  act  of  the  legiflature  thereof,  entitled,  "  An  act  for  carry* 
ing  into  effect  on  the  part  of  the  ftate  of  New-Jerfey,  the  Conftitution  of  the 
United  States,  affented  to,  ratified  and  confirmed  by  this  ftate,  on  the  eigh- 
teenth day  of  December,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-feven,"  paffed 
the  twenty-firft  of  November,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-eight, 
were  clofed  in  the  feveral  counties  of  Bergen,  Morris,  Monmouth,  Hunterdon, 
Somerfet,  Middlefex,  Suffex,  Salem,  Cape-May,  Cumberland,  Burlington 
and  Gloucefter  ;  and  the  lifts  of  the  feveral  perfons  voted  for,  and  the  number 
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of  votes  taken  for  each,  were  received  by  the  Governor  at  the  refpeftive  times 
appearing  from  the  faid  lifts,  and  the  indorfements  thereon,  which  lifts  ac- 
company this  report.

with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  the  appointment  of  commiffioners  for  managing 
the  fame,"  for  his  approbation. 

A  mefTage  was  received  from  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  notifying 
that  the  Prefident  approves  of  the  aft,  entitled,  "  An  aft  providing  for  the 
expences  which  may  attend  negociations  or  treaties  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and 
the  appointment  of  commiffioners  for  managing  the  fame,"  and  has  this  day 
affixed  his  fignature  thereto  :  And  the  meifenger  delivered  in  the  faid  aft,  and 
then  withdrew. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  of  this  Houfe  do  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 
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"The  orders  of  the  day  for  the  Houfe  to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Houfes  on  the  bill  fent  from  the  Senate,  entitled,  "  An  act  to  eftablifh 
the  judicial  courts  of  the  United  States  ;"  alfo,  on  the  bill  for  eftabliihing  a 
land-office,  in,  and  for  the  weftern  territory ;  and  on  the  bill  to  provide  for  the 
fafe  keeping  of  the  acts,  records,  and  feal  of  the  United  States  ;  for  the  due 
publication  of  the  acts  of  Congrefs ;  for  the  authentication  of  the  copies  of  re- 
cords ;  for  making  out  and  recording  commiffions,  and  prefcribing  their  form, 
and  for  eftabliihing  the  fees  of  office  to  be  taken  for  making  fuch  commiffions, 
and  for  copies  of  records  and  papers  ;   were  read  and  poftponed  until  to-morrow. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

Friday,  August  2ii 

The  Houfe  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  amendments  made  by  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  the  report  from  the  committee  of  eleven,  to 
whom  it  was  referred  to  take  the  fubjeft  of  amendments  to  the  Conftitution  of 
the  United  States*  generally  into  their  confideration ;  and  the  faid  amend- 
ments being  partly  agreed  to,  and  partly  difagreed  to, 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  confider  the  original  report  of  the  committee  of 
eleven,  confiding  of  feventeen  articles,  as  now  amended  ;  whereupon  the  firft^ 
fecond,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  fixth,  feventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh^ 
twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  fifteenth  and  fixteenth  articles  being  again 
read  and  debated,  were,  upon  the  queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to 
by  the  Houfe,  as  follows,  two-thirds  of  the  members  prefent  concurring^ 
to  wit : 

Firft.  After  the  firft  enumeration,  there  fhall  be  one  reprefentative  for  every 
thirty  thoufand,  until  the  number  fhall  amount  to  one  hundred  ;  after  which 
the  proportion  fhall  be  fo  regulated  by  Congrefs,  that  there  fhall  be  not  lefs 
than  one  hundred  reprefentatives,  nor  lefs  than  one  reprefentative  for  every 
every  forty  thoufand  perfons,  until  the  number  of  reprefentatives  fhall  amount 
to  two  hundred  ;  after  which  the  proportion  fhall  be  fo  regulated,  that  there 
fhall  not  be  lefs  than  two  hundred  reprefentatives,  nor  lefs  than  one  reprefenta- 
tive for  every  fifty  thoufand  perfons. 

Second.  No  law  varying  the  compenfation  of  the  members  to  Congrefs  fhall 
take  effect,  until  an  election  of  reprefentatives  fhall  have  intervened. 

Third.  Congrefs  fhall  make  no  law  eftablifhing  religion,  or  prohibiting  the 
free  exercife  thereof,  nor  fhall  the  rights  of  confeience  be  infringed. 

Fourth.  The  freedom  of  fpeech,  and  oftheprefs,  and  the  right  of  the  peo- 
ple peaceably  to  affemble  and  confult  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to 
the  government  for  redrefs  of  grievances,  fhall  not  be  infringed. 

Fifth.  A  well  regulated  militia,  compofed  of  the  body  cf  the  people,  being 
the  beft  fecurity  of  a  free  ftate,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms, 
fhall  not  be  infringed  ;  but  no  one  religioufly  fcrupulous  of  bearing  arms,  fhall 
be  compelled  to  render  military  fervice  in  perfon. 

Sixth.  No  foldier  fhall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in  any  houfe,  without 
the  confent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prefcribed 
by  law. 

Seventh.  No  perfon  fhall  befubject,  except  in  cafe  of  impeachment,  to  more 
than  one  trial  or  one  punifhment  for  the  fame  offence ;  nor  fhall  be  compelled 
in  any  criminal  cafe  to  be  a  witnefs  againft  himfelf ;  nor  be  deprived  of  life, 
liberty  or  property,  without  due  procefs  of  law ;  nor  fhall  private  property  be 
taken  for  public  ufe,  without  juft  compenfation. 

Eighth.  Exceffive  bail  fhall  not  be  required  ;  nor  exceffive  fines  impofed ; 
nor  cruel  and  unufual  puniihments  inflicted. 
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Ninth.  The  right 'of  the  people  to  be  fecure  in  their  perfons,  houfes^  papers 
and  efiefts,  againit  unreafonable  fearches  and  feizures,  fhall  not  be  violated  * 
and  no  warrants  fhall  iffue,  but  upon  probable  caufe,  lupported  by  oath  or 
affirmation,  and  particularly  defcribing  the  place  to  be  fearched,  and  the  per- 
fons or  things  to  be  feized. 

Tenth.  The  enumeration  in  this  Conftitution  of  certain  rights,  (hall  not  be 
conltrued  to  deny  or  difparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

Eleventh.  No  flare  fhall  infringe  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  in  criminal  cafes; 
nor  the  rights  of  confcience  ;  nor  the  freedom  of  fpeech  or  of  the  prefs. 

Twelfth.  No  appeal  to  the  fupreme  court  of  the  United  States  fhall  be  allow- 
ed, where  the  value  in  controverfy  fhall  not  amount  to  one  thoufand  dollars  ; 
nor  fhall  any  fa£t,  triable  by  a  jury  according  to  the  courfe  of  the  common  law, 
be  otherwise  re-examinable  than  according  to  the  rules  of  common  law. 

Thirteenth.  In  all  criminal  profecutions,  the  accufed  fhall  enjoy  the  right  to  a 
fpeedy  and  public  trial ;  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  caufe  of  the  accufa- 
tion  ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnelfs  againit.  him  ;  to  have  compulfory  pro- 
cefs  fbr  obtaining  witnelies  in  his  favour  ;  and  to  have  the  affiflance  of  council 
for  his  defence. 

Fourteenth.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  (except  in  cafes  of  impeachment,  and 
in  cafes  arifing  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  a£tual  fer- 
vice  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger)  fhall  be  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  vicin- 
age, with  the  requifite  of  unanimity  for  convicrion,  the  right  of  challenge  and 
other  accuftomed  requifites  ;  and  no  perfon  fhall  be  held  to  anfwer  for  a  capi- 
tal or  otherwife  infamous  crime,  unlefs  on  a  prefentment  or  indictment  by  a 
grand  jury  ;  but  if  a  crime  be  committed  in  a  place  in  the  poffefiion  of  an  ene- 
my, or  in  which  an  infurrecfion  may  prevail,  the  indhftment  and  trial  may  by 
law  be  authorifed  in  fome  other  place  within  the  fame  ftate. 

Fifteenth.  In  fuits  at  common  law,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  fhall  be  pre- 
ferved. 

Sixteenth.  The  powers  delegated  by  the  Conftitution  to  the  government  of 
the  United  States,  fhall  be  exercifed  as  therein  appropriated,  fo  that  the  legif- 
lative  fhall  never  exercife  the  powers  vefted  in  the  executive  or  judicial ;  nor 
the  executive  the  powers  veiled  in  the  legiflative  or  judicial  ;  nor  the  judicial 
the  powers  vefted  in  the  legiflative  or  executive. 

The  feventeenth  article  in  the  words  following,  to  wit,  "  The  powers  not 
delegated  by  the  Conftitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  ftates,  are  referved 
to  the  ftates  refpecfively,"  being  under  debate,  a  morion  was  made,  and  the 
queftion  being  put  to  amend  the  fame  by  inferring  after  the  word  "  not/'  the. 
Word  exprefsly."

ed, or  that  the  like  regulation  be  made  general  throughout  the  United  States.

provide  for  the  fafe  keeping  of  the  afts,  records,  and  feal  of  the  United 
States;  for  the  due  publication  of  the  afts  of  Congrefs;  for  the  authentication 
of  the  copies  of  records ;  for  making  out,  and  recording  commiffions,  and 
prefcribing  their  form,  and  for  eftablifhing  the  fees  of  office  to  be  taken  for 
making  fuch  commiffions;  and  for  copies  of  records  and  papers  ;  were  read, 
and  poftponed  until  Monday  next.

Monday,  August  24. 

A  memorial  of  the  merchants  and  other  inhabitants  of  George-Town,  Bla- 
denlburg  and  Pifcataway,  in  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
and  read,  praying  that  fo  much  of  the  aft  of  Congrefs  to  regulate  the  colleftion 
of  duties,  as  reftrifts  fhips  or  veffels  bound  up  the  river  Potowmack,  to  ftop  at 
Saint  Mary's  or  Yeocomico,  and  there  obtain  a  manifeft  of  their  cargoes  be- 
fore entry  made,  be  repealed,  or  that  the  like  regulation  may  be  made  general 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  memorial,  together  with  the  memorial  of  the 
merchants  of  Alexandria  and  Dumfries,  prefented  on  Saturday  laft,  be  refer- 
red to  Mr.  Goodhue,  Mr.  Carroll,  and  Mr.  Lee,  that  they  do  examine  the 
matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame  with  their  opinion  thereupon  to  the 
Houfe. 

A  petition  of  John  Hurt,  late  a  chaplain  in  the  continental  army,  was  pre- 
fented to  the  Houfe  and  read,  praying  that  his  claims  for  fervices  in  feveral 
military  ftations,  may  be  liquidated  and  fatisfied. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  do  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Fitzfimons,  from  the  committee  appointed,  prefented  according  to  or- 
der, a  bill  eftablifhing  the  falaries  of  the  executive  officers  of  government,  with 
their  affiftants  and  clerks,  which  was  received  and  read  the  firft  time. 

Mr.  Benfon,  from  the  committee  appointed,  reported  according  to  order, 
an  arrangement  of  the  articles  of  amendment  to  the  Conftitution  of  the  United 
States,  as  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe  on  Friday  laft ;  alfo  a  refolution  proper  to 
be  prefixed  to  the  fame,  which  refolution  he  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's  table, 
where  the  fame  was  twice  read  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  as  followeth  :

Mr.  Speaker — The  Senate  have  paffed  the  bill,  entitled,  "  An  ad  for  allow* 
ing  a  compenfation  to  the  Prefident  and  Vice-Prefident  of  the  United  States," 
with  feveral  amendments,  to  which  they  defire  the  concurrence  of  •  this  Houfe.

The  Senate  have  alfo  paffed  the  bill,  entitled,  "  An  act  for  eftab- 
lifhing  the  falaries  of  the  executive  officers  of  government,  with  their  affiflants 
and  clerks,"  with  feveral  amendments,  to  which  they  defire  the  concurrence 
of  this  Houfe.

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfs  of  Rcprcfentati-ves, 

THE  Governor  of  the  Weftern  Territory  has  made  a  ftatement  to  me  of  the 
reciprocal  hoftilities  of  the  Wabafh  Indians,  and  the  white  people  inhabiting 
the  frontiers  bordering  on  the  river  Ohio,  which  I  herewith  lay  before  Con- 
grefs. 

The  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  by  their  afts  of  the  twenty-fir  ft 
day  of  July,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-feven,  and  of  the  twelfth 
day  of  Auguft,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  made  a  provi- 
fional  arrangement  for  calling  forth  the  militia  of  Virginia  and  Pennfyivania,  in 
the  proportions  therein  fpecified. 

As  the  circumftances  which  occafioned  the  faid  arrangement  continue  nearly 
the  fame,  I  think  proper  to  fuggeit  to  your  confideration  the  expediency  of 
making  fome  temporary  provifion  for  calling  forth  the  militia  of  the  United 
States  for  the  purpofes  ftated  in  the  Conftitution,  which  would  embrace  the 
cafes  apprehended  by  the  Governor  of  the  Weftern  Territory.

Article  the  eighth.  "  In  all  criminal  profecutions,  the  accufed  fhall  en- 
joy the  right  to  a  fpeedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  ftate 
and  diftrift  wherein  the  crime  fhall  have  been  committed,  which  diftrift 
fhall  have  been  previoufly  afcertained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  na- 
ture and  caufe  of  the  accufation,  to  be  confronted  with  the  witneffes  againfh 
him,  to  have  compulfory  procefs  for  obtaining  witneffes  in  his  favor,  and  to 
have  the  affiftance  of  council  for  his  defence." 

And  provided  also,  That  the  firft.  article  be  amended  by  finking  out 
the  word  "  lefs,"  in  the  laft  place  of  the  faid  firft  article,  and  inferring  in  the 
lieu  thereof,  the  word  "  more*" 
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On  the  queftion,  that  the  Houfe  do  agree  to  the  alteration  and  amendment 
cf  the  eighth  article,  in  manner  aforefaid,
